Tuscarora, Nev., is threatened with a 
water famine. 
A Chinaman in Eureka, Nev., has opened 
a two-bit restaurant. 
The Corralitos 
Flour Mill is to he 
changed into a paper mill. 
There are now twenty “ iife ” convicts 
in the Nevada State l’nson. 
Seventy thousand pounds of trout were 
caught in Pyramid Lake last month. 
Antelope in considerable numbers art- 
seen near the Washington Colony, Fresno. 
Fourteen pairs of twins have been born 
in Humboldt county during the current 
year. 
The New Mi xican papers believe that 
Yictorio is yet alive aud will soon be heard 
from. 
Emigrants are arriving at Camas I’rairie, 
Idaho, and find a foot of snow to welcome 
them. 
Wood is worth 820 per cord iu Candela­ 
ria, Nev.—at least that is what is asked 
for it.

Diversified Agriculture Possible only with 
Diversified Consumption 
The wheat-growe s of California have read 
many a long and well-meant lecture from the 
press of the State on the importance of 
diversified agriculture, and the folly of ad­ 
hering to the production of wheat so con­ 
stantly. Th<y have been told that the man 
who depends on his wheat crop exclusively 
has but one chance for success, and if that 
fails all fails and his year’s operations are a 
failure. Now there is no class of people in 
the State that have realized the truth of this 
statement so frequently and so pointedly as 
the grain farmers. They have been told that 
wheat grown so continually year after year 
on the same land exhausts the soil of its fer­ 
tility—particularly of those ingredients that 
are required for wheat growth. There are 
no other class of people in the State who 
know the truth of this statement so well as 
the wheat farmers, and no other class that 
looks forward to the time when tlfey can 
leave olf the one-crop system and introduce a 
variety of culture with greater hopes than do 
the wheat-growere. They have been told 
that if a more diversified agriculture were in­ 
troduced the change w mid give more con­ 
stant employment to the farm laborers, and 
this more constant employment would tend 
to a reformation of this class, making them 
more reliable and more profitable help ; that 
it is in fact the only sure remedy for the 
tramp evil prevaleut in the State. No pther 
class realizes more keenly the disad­ 
vantages of the present periodical labor 
season and labor system than do the 
grain framers of the State. They have 
suffered more ami longer from (his system 
than have any other class, and no other peo­ 
ple will be more benefited by a change that 
shali bring about a system by which they 
will be able to employ the greater part of 
their farm help the year through. Aud no 
other class is better posted than the grain 
fanners are as to the reasons why they are 
compelled to adhere to the one crop system 
at the expense of the fertility of the soil, 
and notwithstanding the gambling nature 
of their business and the demoralization of 
the labor system and of the laborers them­ 
selves, they know full well that to enable 
them to produce a diversity of crops there 
must he a diversity of consumption—a con­ 
sumption that will demand non-trans­ 
portable as well as transportable pro­ 
ducts, ami that in the absence of such 
consumption of nun-transportable products 
they must produce the transportable pro­ 
ducts. In other words, if there is no paying 
demand for articles that can only be con­ 
sumed at home, then they must continue to 
produce articles that have a foreign demand, 
o supply a foreign consumption. The cere­ 
als and wool ami wine are these articles, and 
cereals and wool and wine must continue (o 
be the chief agricultural products of our 
State until the demand for more diversified 
products shall be created by an increased 
consuming population. That increased home 
cons imptioa cannot be brought about 
so 
suiely 
and 
so 
rapidly as by 
an increase of manufactures. The agri­ 
culture of 
all 
manufacturing States 
is necessarily a diversified agriculture, be­ 
cause there is a demand for such an agricult­ 
ure, aud the agriculture *;f all non-manu­ 
facturing States is jlist as necessarily limited 
in the main to a few crops. The character of 
these few crops must and will always be de­ 
termined by the foreign demand. The rea­ 
son why we produce v.heat toso great an 
extent, to the exclusion or neglec; f other 
crops, is plainly btc.mse therejis and has been 
in the past a foreign demand for wh* a-. T. e 
agriculture of all the Eastern ami Middle 
States is a diversified agriculture, while the 
agriculture of all the Western a'nd South­ 
ern States is like that of California, 
confined mainly to a few leading article-. 
Take Massachusetts, for instance. The cen­ 
sus brings out the fact that the agricultural 
products of that State are of the value of 
§10,000,000 per annum, while the whole vahío 
of the cereals and wool—transportable arti­ 
cles—is but §1,72-1,316, showing that the an­ 
nual value of the non-transportable articles— 
those that make up a diversified agriculture— 
is over S3S.COO.OOO. Now this great charge 
between the character of the agriculture of 
Massachusetts and the agriculture of Califor­ 
nia is owing almost wholly to the fact that 
Massachusetts is a manufacturing State, 
while California is not. 
The population 
necessary to carry on the manufacturing 
industries creates a bcrne demand tojsup- 
ply a home consumption, and this 
is a diversified consumption—the neces­ 
sary condition to brirg about and support a 
diversified agricultural production. A home 
market for agricultural products not only en­ 
ables the farmer to introduce a diversify of 
crops, but it enables him to tell what lie does 
produce without ti ret paying transportation 
to distant foreign maikets, thus making more 
certain and greater prc fits. Nor are home 
markets subject to the fluctuations and un­ 
certainties that always attach to foreign 
markets. The agriculture of California is 
to-day and alw ys was subject to grtater un­ 
certainties and greater fluctuations t! an the 
agriculture of any other State in the Union, 
because it is more dependent 
than 
any other upon foreign maikets for 
its products. The real condition of our agri­ 
culture is well portrayed in the following ex. 
tract from tne recent report of the Nations 
Agricultural Statistician, Mr. Dodge, while 
speaking of our general wheat exportations. 
He say»: “ Tne proportion of exportation 
is so large, and the range of its fluctuations so 
great, ihat serious disturbances in the market 
often result. 
It not unfrequently occurs 
that a moderate yield is accompanied with 
low prices au 1 a large crop is marketed at 
high rates. There is no doubt that the wheat 
farmer is at the mercy of the foreign demand. 
If British fields are blighted there is re j -icing 
on our prairies over remunerative harvests. 
If the granaries of continental Europe are full, 
aud England's wants are ata minimum, thsre 
is dis.-atiefacti jd at the West, liable tobe vent, 
ed on the currency, the tariff or the railroads. 
While tubject to greater fluctuations than 
other crops from the vicissitudes of the sea­ 
sons aud the depredatians of insec’s, the 
quantity required annually for exportation is 
still more variable than the amount of the 
crop. The heaviest foreign demand maT oc 
cur in a season of low production, and the 
lightest in a year of abundance, increasing 
the fluctuation. The wheat-grower is at one 
time «Uted with remunerative prices, and at 
another d. pressed by rates which fail to pay 
the cost of production.” This is a true pic­ 
ture of the past of California wheat growing. 
Improvements of Wheat. 
Wheat in its natural state was classed 
amoug the grasses or forage plants, and was 
probably looked upon as of no more value 
than common timothy or red-top. When it 
first was used as an article of human food is 
not certainly known, nor is it known what 
cjuntry or what people first made the dis­ 
covery that it was valuable for this purpose. 
So far as is known, the original plant bore 
but one variety of kernel or berry, and there 


was but one kind of wheat. Now, however, 
there are a great number of varieties, and, as 
a rule, the varieties in use are all a great im­ 
provement on the original natural grain 
The varieties have been created by being 
cultivated in different climates, by hybridiz 
ing and by various artifices known to e.\ 
perimenters. The improvements have been 
made by selecting the best seed t 
plant, 
by care 
in cultivation, 
and 
by changes from climate, aud from soil 
to soil. The improvements that have been 
made, and tnose that are still being made, 
are considered pretty sure indications that 
still greater improvements may yet be made. 
Hence thoughtful and public-spirited men are 
engaged from year to year in experimenting 
in various ways, with a view to the creation 
of new aud better varieties, and to the im- 
pnveir.ent of those already in existence. We 
have several such experimenters among the 
grain and general farmers of this State. 
They are to be found in nearly every county 
in the State. Some seem to be actuated 
mereiy by the love of improvement, while 
others are working with a view to tiirnirg 
Mich improvements and discov ries as th y 
may make to individual gain in a financial 
point of view. Whatever the motive, the 
public sooner or later will get the 
benefit of the improvements and d s- 
coveries 
made. 
Within 
the 
last 
few years the spirit of improvement has 
greatly increased, and the varieties are now 
increasing more rapidly than at any other 
period of the world’s history. At the two 
last State Fairs held iu this city the wheat 
exhibit has been one of the mo»t interesting 
and valuable exhibitions mad;, and has each 
year carried * ff the gold medal for the most 
meritorious exhibitions iu the department of 
farm products. Both years the honor of win­ 
ning this gold inedal has been awarded to 
General John Bidwell of Chico, Butte county. 
General Bidwell also at these fairs won the 
premium offered for the best samples of 
wheat, not less than two varieties. While 
General Bidwell won this houor and dis­ 
tinction, it does in no sense reflect discredit 
on other exhibitors, of whom there were a 
large number. We hope and are assured 
that those who failed to win the first honors 
this year will make an tff it to excel in their 
own and all other past exhibitions. Iu this 
connection we desire to call especial 
attention to tl:e great services the College of 
Agriculture at the State University is ren­ 
dering the grain interests of the State and 
the world. An experimental graiu farm has 
been established under the supervision of the 
college profe.-sors, and lias already become an 
enterprise worthy the especial attention and 
patronage of every farmer in the State. We 
speak of the experiment;.1 graiu farm especi­ 
ally, because of its appropriate connection 
with our subject, but we ought to aud will say 
that the college is also doing good service in 
the experimental field in many other direc 
tions. The great additions it is making 
to onr forage plants are of immense 
value to the stock and dairy industries, and 
the assistance it is rendering the vine and 
fruit industries in their struggle with the 
phylloxera and the codling moth should wake 
up a lively interest in its behalf iu those en­ 
gaged in these industries. The farmers of 
this State are not aware of the opportunities 
the College of Agriculture is furnishing them, 
not only for the improvement of their crops 
but for the traming of their sons r.s intelii 
geut and advanced agriculturists. We look to 
tiiis c liege for great advancement in wheat 
culture, as well as in many other branches of 
agriculture in this State.

M eat, Bread and V egetables 
Colonel C. Younger, the great Short-horn 
breeder of Santa Clara county, in an article 
in this week’s Iiural P>e#>. under the head of 
•* Stock Breeding to Diversify Agriculture,” 
makes a strong argument in fav r of every 
fat uter producing the meat, bread and vege­ 
tables for the use of his family, lie says 
very tiuly : “ No farmer can be said to be 
independent and prosper* ns who refuses to 
raise a:! r most of such articles f food as 
are required f r family u»e on the farm. In 
doing this th- younger members of the fam­ 
ily are educated iu all the incns'.i i of the 
farm, which is vtiv important. When buys 
le -rn how to handle, to feed, end to mat a *e 
all kinds of stock, they learn to love it. It 
keeps them at home; it gives them constant 
employment; it teaches them patience, 
method and perseverance, and in a laige ma­ 
jority of cases they become good and pros­ 
perous citizens.” He then tells an incident 
in his owu life as an illustration of how farm­ 
ers may interest their boys : 
I will give an incident In my small boy­ 
hood days to show how easy' it is to impress 
the young mind and shape his cour»t* through 
life. Wien my father tnmed to Missouri 
the gentleman he purchased a farm from bad 
a large lot of hogs. To keep them fr*-m 
gohlg wild, lie prouii-ed mea sow- h-de if I 
would feed them twice a day until lietook 
them away. 8o at the appointed time he 
gave me a beautiful sow-shote about six 
months old. I gave her such attention a** a 
boy would who thought he hau a fortune in 
this tittle s -w. Io time she had ten pig.-, 
eight of them sow pigs, t hey were all blue, 
with n white list or und the body. I i uve 
never been its pr**nd of any property since as 
I was of that -w and pigs. All my boyish 
attention was given them ; they became a part 
and parcel of my every-day life. Early in the 
m*>rn:ng and late in the evening I lot ked after 
them. They grew rapidly with such atten­ 
tion. Tnis beii g a n- w country, they re­ 
quired but little feeding. They increased 
rapidly, aud in less than three years my 
father sold his farm to move higher up the 
c. unty, and 8 ton my hogs had to be sold. 
They were gathered up and sold for §100. 
This was a great sum of money at that day 
for a boy; but large as it was, I loved my 
blue-listi d hog: m-re than money. 
This 
early training, the love I acquired for stock, 
ha- shaped my course through life. No tnau 
can succeed at any business unless he loves 
it. My first start as a boy was in hogs ; next, 
tine horses; and last, the short lroros. I have 
b. en breeding this noble and useful animal 
for more than twenty yeurs. No business 
that I have ever done has given me so much 
real pleasure. Their beautiful color, massive 
and finished fi rm, their noble ancestry, 
everything connected with them is interest­ 
ing.

State. The New England.and the Northern 
and Middle States can boast of the supe­ 
riority of their apples as an offset to our 
acknowledged superior pears, apricot**, nec­ 
tarines, cherries, etc., but let us develop the 
apple-growing advantages of our high moun­ 
tain elevations and our Eastern neighbors 
will have to cease their boasting even in this 
one particular.

A farmer of experience in wool-growing has 
well said there is more money in growing 
wool at 20 cents a pound than to loan your 
money at 10 per cent interest. 
The loss sustained by the sheep farmers 
from the depredations of dogs surpasses many 
timts over any value that these (fifes can be 
for the protection of other property. 
Ltncolrshires, Cotswolds and Southdowus 
are considered the best mutton sheet), each 
breeder having his favorites, but the l.iccoln- 
shires are claimed to make the greatest 
weights in the shortest time. 


Receipts. 
M eat Bread.—M. Scheurer-Kestner has 
discovere.l tho remarkable fact that the 
fermentation of bread causes the complete 
digestion of meat. He found that a beef­ 
steak cut into four pieces, and mixed with 
flour and yeast, disappeared entirely dur­ 
ing the pn cess of fermentation, its nutri­ 
tive principles becoming incorporated with 
the bread. The meat would also appear 
capable of preservation for an indefinite 
period in its new state ; for loaves of uieat- 
brea-i, made in 1873. have been submitted 
to the French Academy of Sciences, where 
not a trace of worms c-r moldiuess was 
observable. At the beginning of his ex 
periment», M. Scheurer-Kestuor used raw 
meat, three parts o£ which, finely minced, 
he mixed 
with five parts of flour 
aud the same 
quantity of yeast. 
Sufficient water was added to make 
the dough, which in due time began to fer­ 
ment. After two or three hours the meat 
had disapp arcd, ami the bread was baked 
in the ordinary manner. Thus prepared, 
the meat-bread uad a disagreeable, sour 
taste, which was avoided by cooking the 
meat for an hour with suffiei nt water to af­ 
terwards moisten tie flour. Tne meat mutt 
be carefully deprived of far, and only have 
sufficient salt to bring out the flavor, as 
salt, by absorbing moisture from the air, 
would tend to spoil the bn d. A part of 
the b i f may be replaced with advantage 
by talt lard, which is found to improve the 
llivor. The proportion of meat to flour 
should not exceed one-half, so as to insure 
complete digestion. Bread made with a 
suitable proportion of veal is said to fur­ 
nish excellent soup for the Biek aud wound­ 
ed.—[Sanitary Iieeord. 
D ieting as a R emedy.—There are few 
bodilv ailments which are aggravated, aud 
in some eases rendeied incurable by in­ 
sufficient d iet; but with the exception of 
diphtheria and a few others, nine out of 
ten of all ordinary ailments are controlled, 
are arrested, are permanently cured by a 
wise diminution of the amount of food 
eaten. This is particularly the case when 
there is no decided ailment-, but a general 
feeling of discomfort or of unwelluess. In 
all actively inflammatory maladies, where 
there is acute pain anywhere, total absti­ 
nence from all substantial food, from every­ 
thing liquid or solid, except hot teas, is 
the sheet anchor of safety, when not 
extended beyond thirty-six hours. No 
one 
should 
venture 
on a longer 
abstinence cu any occasion without the 
advice of a physician. All pain is caused 
by over-distended blood-vessels pre»sing 
against some neighboring nerve. Hence 
the quickest way of relieving any ordinary 
pain is to diminish the amount of blood in 
the ves-cls of the part by bleeding. But 
there is a safer, a better and more enduring 
relief in cutting off' the supply oi blood ; 
and as blood is made out of the food we 
eat, it must be apparent that if, on the feeling 
of pain or discomfort, we cease eating ab­ 
solutely, that pain must begin to diminish 
within six hours, that being the time re­ 
quired for covering food into blood, and if 
no food is eaten no more blood can be 
made, while if the amount in tho system 
is diminished at the rate of two or more 
pounds iu every 24 hours of invalidism, 
there muse soon be relief. 
Tomato Catsup.—Wash half a bushel 
of ripe tomatoes, cut them in pieces and 
remove all green portions, as they injure 
the color. Cook until soft, then strain 
through a sieve, pressing well, to obtain 
the pulp. For this quantity allow half au 
ounce of cayenne pepper anil a scant tea­ 
cupful of salt. Stir these into the catsup. 
The spices, being dark, will injure the 
color if ground and put in loose. To 
avoid this, bruise an ounce each of whole 
cloves, cinnamon, allspice, mace, celery- 
I seed and half au ounce of black pepper­ 
corns. Ti . them securely in a thin mus­ 
lin bag, and when the strained tomatoes 
have lwiiled an hour snd a half put in 
the bag of spices and boil as much longer. 
Add a quart of good cider vinegar, boil 
for half au hour and turn into a stone jar 
to co* 1, after which mix a pint of brandy 
or pure spirits thoroughly with the eatsip, 
and bottle it, putting a strip of horseradish 
root ill each. Use new corks to lit the 
bottles, soak them in hot water, then 
pound inns tight as possible and cut the 
cork off even with the top. Make a ce­ 
ment by melting together two ounces of 
resin and one each of beeswax and gum 
shellac. Invert each bottle into tho hot 
cement, and when cold dip again. Keep 
in a cool, dark place. The same cement 
may be used for sealing tin cans, and will 
be found much better than that w hich is 
bought ready prepared in sticks. 
F ish.—Fresh-wster fish are seldom 
boil *a; but a pike thus cooked, with 
horse-r d.=h sauce aud mustard, is at) 
excellent dish ; and perch, with sorrel 
sauce or mayonnaisq is equally good. In 
boiling fi.-h the whole secret consists in 
never letting the bod assume a state of 
turbulence, but to keep it iu a gentle, 
equable temperature until the fish is done, 
otherwise the skin will be split, the outer 
portions overdone and the fish next to the 
bone utterly raw*. In the cooking of fish 
the removal of the scales is too often con­ 
sidered a very unimportant part of the 
preparation ; but to break the skin of some 
fish is to insure its being totally spoiled in 
the after-cooking. No sharp instrument 
should be used. A course towel is some­ 
times enough, or a paper knife ; or, with 
tiie perch family, the thumb-nail forced 
from tai! to head, the sdles being previ­ 
ously loosened by tne tail being fastened 
by a fork to the dresser aud the head 
pulled.—[The Caterer. 
E ff e c t o f P e r fu m e ry on H e a lt h .— A n 
Italian professor has ma le some very agree­ 
able researches, resulting in the discovery 
that vegetable perfumes exercise a posi­ 
tively healthful influence on the atmos­ 
phere, converting its oxygen into ozone and 
thus increasing its oxidizing influence. 
The essences found to develop the largest 
quantity of ozone are those of the cherry, 
laurel, clover, lavender, mint, juniper, 
fennel and bergamont; those that give it 
in smaller quantities are auise, nutmeg and 
thyme. The flowers of the narcissus, hya­ 
cinth, mignonnette, heliotrope and lily of 
the valley, develop ozone in closed vessels. 
FlowtFs destitute of perfume do not de­ 
velop it, and those which have slight per­ 
fume develop it in small quautities. Rea­ 
soning from these facts the Professor 
recommends the cultivation of flowers in 
marshy districts, and in all places infested 
with animal emanations, on account of the 
powerful oxidizing influences of ozone. 
The inhabitants of eueh regions should, he 
says, surround their houses with beds of 
the most odorous flowers. — [The Me­ 
chanic. 
T alk a t Home.—Endeavor always to 
talk your best before your children. They 
hunger perpetually for new ideas. They 
will learu with pleasure, from the lips ot 
parents, what they deem it drudgery to 
learn from books, and, even if they have 
to be deprived of mauy educational advan­ 
tages, they will grow up intelligent if they 
enjoy in childhood the privilege of listen­ 
ing daily to the conversation of intelligent 
people. We sometimes see parents who 
are the life of every company which they’ 
enter, dull, silent and uninteresting at 
home among their children. If they have 
not mental stores sufficient for both, let 
them first use what they have for their 
own households. A silent home is a dull 
place for young people, a place from which 
they will escape if they can. How much 
useful information, on the other hand, is 
often given in pleasant family conversa­ 
tion ; and what unconscious, but excellent, 
mental training in lively social argument! 
Cultivate to the utmost the graces of con­ 
versation. 
To M ake Strong Paste.—To make a 
paste for fastening bills in a file book, or 


for any purpose where a very strong paste 
is desired, the following recipe is recom­ 
mended ; Rice or starch paste íh the best. 
Four parts, by weight, of tine glue are al­ 
lowed to soften in 15 parts of cold w ater, 
and then moderately heated until the solu­ 
tion becomes quite clear ; 65 parts of boil­ 
ing water are now added with constant 
stirring. In another vessel 30 parts of 
starch paste are stirred up with 20 parts of 
cold water, so that a thin milky fluid is ob­ 
tained without lumps. Into this the boil­ 
ing glue solution is gradually stirred, and 
the whole kept at a boiling temperature for 
a short time. After cooling, a few drops 
of carbolic acid 'are added to the paste. 
This paste is exceedingly adhesive, aud 
may be used for leather as well as for pa­ 
per and cardboard. It should be preserved 
iu corked bottles to prevent evaporation, 
and in this way will keep good for years. 
C oo k in g M a c k e r e l.— The following is 
an excellent method : Procure a good sized 
mackerel, clean and dry it well ; butter 
white paper thoroughly, double it, put the 
mackerel iu this double paper and fold it 
over on the top of the fish-in a w ide pleat, 
then twist ami fold the ends of the paper 
underneath, so a» to exclude cold air and 
keep the hot air in. Bake the fish iu a hot 
oven for twenty minutes, then take it up, 
but do not untold the pape*r ; lay another 
piuee of paper on a very hot dish, place the 
mackerel, still m its paper, on the dish, 
fold a napkin round; the instant befoie 
sending to table cut with scissors the paper 
off the top of the fish, but leaving it in the 
cradle that contains the gravy, which can 
be scooped up with a spoon. 
C u b e fo r W h itlo w o r F e lo n s .— If 
any reader of the K eco rd -U n io n is suffer­ 
ing the torture cf a felon on the linger, cut 
the end off a lemon or lime, insert the fin­ 
ger in the lime or lemon aud the pain will 
cease ; keep it on tiiree or four days and a 
cure is effected. This is cheap, h i re and 
permanent—much better than the barbar­ 
ous lancet method. 
It has been used 
years ago, but is not generally known.G.

The Queen alone can create a Peer, 
Baronet, or Knight, aud conf* r privileges 
on private persons. She alone can erect 
corporations, and raise and regulate fleets 
and armies, though under such restrictions 
relatiug to the appropriation und expendi­ 
ture of money as make it impossible for her 
to exercise her power to the detriment ol 
English liberty. ¡She is tne head of the 
Church ; she convenes aud dissolves all 
ecclesiastical synods and convocations, ard 
nominates to vacant Bishoprics aud other 
Church offices. She senos Embassadors ro 
foreign states, receives Embassadors at 
home, makes treuti* s and alliances, and de­ 
clares war aud peac**, though her powers 
in these respects also is iu a large degree 
limited by the power of Parliament to enact 
or rt ject such laws as may be necessary to 
make it effective. 
Previous to the Revolution of 1083 the 
government of England was ma nly car 
ried on by virtue of what was csiied the 
royal prerogative, that is, by the King m 
persi-n, with the advice of Ministers ap­ 
pointed by himself, who were only respon­ 
sible to tneir sovereign for their manage­ 
ment of public affairs. Due of the results, 
however, of that revolution was the trans­ 
fer of the power of the Statu fii>m tne 
Crown to the House of Commons, ln-tead 
of a government by prerogative, there was 
then established a government by Patita- 
meet, from whom all laws must emanate, 
requiring only the approval of the Crown 
as a condition of their enactment. 
As is well known, the Queen appoints 
her own advisers, irrespective of the 
wishes or approval of Parliament, and 
though popularly the Ministry is supposed 
to possess the whole executive power, un­ 
important measure is presented by them 
to the consideration of Parliament w ithout 
her sanction and approval. It is not, how­ 
ever, tsaeulial that all nets aud measures 
should be presented to Parliament through 
the channel of the Ministry, ar.d Parlia­ 
ment may originate and pass acts at its 
pleasure, subject to the constitutional 
right of the Queen to nullify them by her 
veto. Tfte Queen can convene Parliament 
and terminate its sessions at will. 
There have been but two instances in 
wliicii cue Lords and Commons hive me;* 
by ihtir own authority, namely, previous 
to the restoration of Charles IL, aud at 
the revolution in 1688. There is one con­ 
tingency, however, upon winch, under au­ 
thority of law, Parliament may meet with­ 
out summons. It was provided in the reign 
of Acne that in case tiiere should be no 
Parliament in being at the time of the de­ 
mise of the crown, then “ the last preced­ 
ing Parliament shall immediately convene 
and sit at VVestmiuster, as if the said Par­ 
liament had never been dissolved.” Such 
a Parliament, however, by a statute in the 
reign of George HI., can only continue in 
existence for six mouths, if not sooner dis­ 
solved. 
This, then, is the power of the Queen. 
She may, with the advice of her Ministers 
alone, assemble, prorogue, and dissolve 
Parliament, declare war, confirm or dis­ 
allow the acts of colonial Legislatures, 
give c-ffect to treaties, extend the term of 
patents, grant charters of incorporation to 
companies or municipal bodies, create 
ecclesiastical districts, regulato the Board 
of Admirality, and make appointments t-o 
offices in the various departments of rn. 
State, create new offices and define tne 
qualifications of persons to till tne same, 
ami declare the periuds at winch ceilam 
acts of Parliament, the Deration of white 
has been left to the Queen and CVanc:., 
shall be enforced. W ith regard to the r.¿- 
peitditu.-e of money, it ¡3 expressly pro­ 
vided in the act ot settlement, to wm.a 
reference has been made, that money 
levied for the use of the Crown with* 
grant of Parliament is illegal. Tims tee 
crown is entirely dependent upon Parlia­ 
ment for its revenues, hut, though 
dependent, it has a direct control 
over all supplies when raised. T .e 
Crow-n, acting with the advice of its 
responsible Ministers, ia charged with the 
management cf all too revenues of toe 
country, and with all payments for the pub­ 
lic service. It makes known to the House 
of Commons by its annual budget its ne­ 
cessities, aud the House grants .-uoh acts 
or supplies as these ueeess ties require. 
Tne Crown demands money, tho Commons 
grant it, and the l.oros rssi-nt, and no 
money can be voted by Parliament for any 
purpose whatever except at the demand of 
the Ciown. No , e. ition even for any stim 
of money relatiug to tho public service 
can be received Oy Parliament unitss re­ 
commended by the Crown. On the other 
hand, no person can lend money to the 
Crown, or to any department, of state, 
without tho sanction of Parliament, ami * 
all money transa.-tions between the Bank j 
of England and the treasury are expres.-ly ¡ 
forbidden. The Commons, of course, hive 
the power of withholding supplies, but 
only once (in 1784) since the revolution of 
16S8 has tnis power been exercised,

E le c tr o -D i;p ositio n a s a S u b s titu te 
fo r C a stin g .—We find in Loudon Sature 
an interesting reference to the process of 
eletro-dcposition, which, in the hands of 
an electro-metallurgical comp <ny of Brus­ 
sels, promises to become a practical substi­ 
tute for casting iu the production of bronze 
statuary. Our contemporary contirmsaiur 
previous statement, that this company had 
succeeded in producing a colossal statue of 
Van Eyck by the deposition of copper 
electrically upon the clay model. Tne 
same authority notices a sample procedure 
by which the production of bronzes on the 
small male may readily be carried out. 
Take any plaster figure or group, boil in 
stearine, then coat well with black lead, 
and place iu the copper bath as in ordinary 
electrotyping. Attach a very weak bat­ 
tery, and deposit, very slowly, a thincoat- 
inu of copper. Then remove from the bath 
aud bake in an oven until the plaster 
model shakes out in dust. There temaiiiB 
qpw only a thin copper shell of the model. 
Varnish this on the outside to prevent 
further deposition there, aud replace in the 
bath, with a much stronger battery power. 
The copper will now deposit on the inside 
and w hen the same becomes thick cnongh 
the process is finished. 


H a r d to P le a s e .—An Irishman serv­ 
ing iu the United States army ia Texas, 
and belonging to the infantry, was iu the 
habit of standing with his toes pointing 
inward, to renndy which the Sergeant 
continually addressed him while on parade 
with, “ Stick out your toes, Patrick !”

BEATING DOW N T H E DOORS 
W ith hatchets, th e priests and th eir friends 
phut in w ith them sent < ff alarm bombs 
from the terrace of the convent, and alm ost 
th e entire 
population 
th en 
gathering 
around, th e crow d became very compact. 
T he doors, w hich had been walled, had to 
be felled w ith m attocks, and when th e au­ 
th o rities were able to enter, they found the 
halis obstructed by fagots and thick boards. 
A bout four thousand persons surrounded 
th e entrances of th e convent, w hich were 
guarded by gens d ’arm es on horseback. 
I t 
required very near three hour» to penetrate 
into th e interior of th e convent, when 
tfte civilians, to th e num ber of th irty , were 
expelled. 
The Superior declared himself 
proprietor and asked to keep tw o servants 
w ith him, w hich perm ission was granted.

eight women, who abused the Commander 
of G endarm erie.

In fact the women 
have taken a very active p a rt in th¡3 re­ 
ligious w ar ; th ey have frequently been a r­

and calling down m aledictions on th e 
republic, 
and 
th is 
on 
issuing 
from 
church w ith prayer-books in th eir hands. 
A great scandal was reported to have tak en 
¡'lace a t M arseilles some short tim e ago. 
D aring the expulsion of th e C arm elites 
from th e ir conveDt, a young, handsom e 
lady turned upon th e officers doing their 
d u ty ami called them 


A GOVERNM ENT OF BANDITS. 
She was arrested and taken before th e 
Judge, and as she was alm ost im m ediately 
released, it w as reported th at she was 
none other th an th e wife of the I’refet of 
Bouehes-dn-Khone, and th a t th e officers 
and 
Judge, 
on 
learning 
her 
name, 
becam e very m uch confused, and m any 
tim es begge.d her pardon. 
Such was the 
story reported by the clerical papers, b u t 
th e facts as stated have been form ally con­ 
trad icted by all th e journals of M arseilles, 
w hich are unanim ous in saying th a t every 
one in M arseilles was aw are th a t the Pre- 
fet’s wife was a t th a t tim e absent from the 
city. 
I t seems th a t th e lady, when ar­ 
rested, was accom panied by tw o other 
ladies—one her m other and the o th er her 
sister—and she m ade so m any excuses be­ 
fore the m agistrate, declaring th a t it was

had shown very great courage. 
F o rtu ­ 
nately, nobody was hurt, b u t who was 
beueiited after this scram bling w ith sw ords 
it would be difficult to say. 
W ill the 
world never become wise enough to do 
away w ith such a barbarous custom ? 
It 
seems to me people have learned enough to­ 
day to know th a t the piercing of an adver­ 
sary w ith one’s sw ord, or th e blowing out 
of his brains, cannot m ake right wrong and 
wrong right, and th a t if in the com bat the 
innocent prrisb, justice w ill haveno greater 
reason to rejoice. 
One thing is true, how ­ 
ever, duels, although extensively m ain­ 
tained throughout France, are far less dan­ 
gerous than m the past, and it is rare one 
is seriously wounded.

THAT 
ELADACHE. 


The Boston Journal o f Chemistry for 
Septem ber has this article on headache, 
w hich it recom m ends ro the consideration 
of physicians : 
The following recipes and suggestions for 
th e treatm en t of different forms of head­ 
ache are collected from a variety of tru st­ 
w orthy so u rces: 
Two grains c itrate of caffeine, in capsule, 
taking every half hour, is a very effectual 
rem edy in nervous and 
sick headache. 
One or tw o doses are often sufficient to 
gi* e tem plete relief. 
T he puly objection 
to its use is sleeplessness, w hich sometimes 
results if it is taken in the evening. 
I t is 
preferable to guaraña as being hardly ever 
rejected by the stom ach. 
The following, according to D r. W . W . 
C arpenter, is very effectual iu m ost forms 
of headache : 
M uiiat, of amm onia, 3 drachm s ; acetate 
of m orphia, 1 graiu ; citrate of caffuine, 30 
grains ; arom atic spirits of ammonia, 
1 
drachm ; elixir of guaraña, 4 ounces ; rose 
w ater, 4 ounces. 
M ix. 
Dessertspoonful 
every ten or tw elve m inutes. 
In nervous headache, Dr. W . A. H am ­ 
m ond states the value of \ arious drugs as 
follows : 
Oxide of zinc is of great value. 
O rdin­ 
ary dose 2 grains, th ree tim es a day, alter 
m eals; m axim um dose, 5 grains.

best given in form of pills. 
N ux vomica is preferable to strychnia. 
The dose is I graiu, after meals. 
If the 
patient be chlorotic, it is well to combine 
a grain of reduced iron and half a grain 
sulphate of quinine. 
B ism uth, in th e form of subcarbonate, 
will often take the place of oxide of ziuc. 
Dose, 2 grains, a lte r each meal. 
B ism uth 
probably aids digestion more tiian any 
m ineral tonic, and is of use when there is 
gastric disturbance. 
The brom ides are serviceable when the 
nervous system has been irritated ; when 
it is exhausted th ey do harm . 
Phosphorus is very useful in m ost forms 
of nervous headache. 
T he best results 
are obtained from dilute phosphoric acid, 
iu dotes of th irty drops, largely diluted, 
three tim es a day, after eating, or phos­ 
phide of zinc, one-tenth of a graiu, in pill, 
three tim es a day. 
Arsenic, as a uerve tonic, stands next in 
value to zinc. 
Dose, five drops of Fow ler’s 
solution, three tim es a day, after meals. 
Galvanism is som etim es valuable, b ut by 
no means a specific. 
The constant current 
should alw ays he used, being careful to 
avoid tub great intensity, lest am aurosis be 
produced. 
Dr. T. L auder B runton, editor of the 
London Practitioner, says : 
The adm inis­ 
tration of a brisk purgative, or sm all doses 
of Epsom salts, three tim es a day, is a m ost 
effectual rem edy for frontal headache when 
associated w ith constipatiou ; bu t if the 
bowels be regular, tu e morbid processes on 
wliich it depends seem to be checked, and 
the headaclie removed even more effectu­ 
ally, by nitro-m uriatic acid, diluted 10 
drops in a wineglass of w ater, or bicarb, 
soda, 10 grains, in w ater, before meals. 
If th e headache be im m ediately above the 
eyebrows, th e acid is best ; but if it be a 
little higher up, ju st w here the hair begins, 
th e soda appears to be th e m ost effectual. 
A t th e same tim e th a t the headache is re­ 
moved, the feeling of sleepiness and w eari­ 
ness, which frequently leads th e patients 
to com plain th a t they rise up more tired 
th an they lie down, generally disappears. 
A w riter in th e Loudon L a n a t rem arks : 
A t the M iddlesex H ospital, female patients 
who have suffered m any years from sick 
headache, evidently of a h ereditary charac­ 
ter, have been g reatly benefited, if not 
cured, by th e adm inistration of teu minim 
doses of tincture of Indian hemp, three 
tim es daily, betw een the attacks. 
This is 
well w orthy of tria l in those cases of ever- 
living, never-dying m artyrdom -like suffer­ 
ing. 
_ 
In headache due to determ ination of 
blood to th e head and in fever, th e follow­ 
ing sim ple treatm en t is to he comm ended : 
P u t a handful of salt into a q u art of 
w ater, add an ounce of spirits of hartshorn 
and half an ounce of spirits of camphor. 
Cork th e bottle tig h tly , to prevent the es­ 
cape of the spirit. 
.Soak a piece of soft 
cloth w ith th e m ixture and apply it to the 
liead ; w et th e rag fresh as soon as it gets 
heated. 
Soaking th e feet in very w arm w ater, in 
w hich a spoonful of m ustard Las been 
stirred, is also beneficial in draw ing the 
blood from the head. 
Two teaspoonfuls of pow dered charcoal, 
well stirred in half a glass of w ater and 
drank a t onee, is a valuable rem edy in sick 
headache from so ar stom ach, flatulence, 
etc. 
_ 
T incture of nux vom ica is recom m ended 
by R inger as possessed of real curative 
powers, when given in drop doses, repeated 
every five or ten m inutes for eight or ten 
doses, and then continued a t longer in ter­ 
vals, for sick headache, accompanied w ith 
acute gastric catarrh, w hether due to error 
ia diet, constipation or no apparent cause.

Bernhardt—Her 
Success In New York. 


“ C hauhert,” our New Y ork correspond­ 
! ent, th u s speaks of the local discussion of 
a new play, in his le t.e ro f N ovem ber 10th : 
The uew play, “ D aniel Roch&t,” at the 
Uuiou Square, to which I iiave already al­ 
luded, evokes very different sentim ents 
tioin th e large audiences th a t nightly w it­ 
ness i t . 
It is so well, because so naturally 
rendered, th a t the people who see it speak 
oi it as of au observation iu real life, 
i l.c 
bulk of sym pathy is m anifestly w ith IN - 
chat, not with Lea H enderson, iu the con­ 
test betw een conscience, or superstition, 
aud affection. 
W hile a few women of a 
very orthodox order are on her side, iu- 
sistinu on th e perform ance of the religious 
as well as th e civil service, the m ajority of 
them declare th a t 3he docs not aud cannot 
love him ; th at, if she did, she would have 
made no conditions, but would have been 
only too glad to accept him on his own 
term s. 
L in e women, by no means ra- 
tio u al’stic either, say th at, adm irably as 
the dram a ia given, they cannot bear to see 
i t ; aud yet they co again aud again, be­ 
cause they feel such hatred of Lea. 
They 
call her all sorts of tilings—a heartless, 
seili-ih proselyte, a moral m onster, an in­ 
hum an creature, and I know not w hat. 
They do not understand how any woman 
could 
dem and 
such 
a 
sacrifice 
as 
she 
dem ands 
of 
her 
nom inal 
h u s­ 
band, 
and, 
not 
understanding 
it, 
they proclaim her impossible. T his is very 
much w hat-they said in Faris, and Sardou, 
the author, is reputed to have adm itted 
th a t a French woman could not be so in­ 
flexible, bu t th a t an A m erican—his heroine 
is represented as a Bostoniau aud an E pis­ 
copalian—is entirely another kind of being. 
A num ber of men feel very indignant at 
R ochat for m aking so m any concessions to 
Lea, who, as he surrenders one point after 
another, dem ands still another, until he 
finally assents to renounce her. 
T hey as­ 
sert th a t he lacks proper m auliness and 
strength of character, and th at, in real 
life, ho would have won her w holly by 
taking a decided stand instead of parleying 
w ith her superstition, and relinquishing 
more or less of the principle of his life. 
You see how much iu earnest th e play-going 
public takes the dram a—a very high com­ 
plim ent to tho m anner of its production. 
For th e tim e Charles Thorne is th e veri­ 
table Rochat, and Sarah Je w e tt the genu­ 
ine Lea Henderson. 
A dispute-ba3 also arisen among patrons 
of the Union Square as to w hat Sardou 
intended to convey by his tw o characters. 
Die! he wish the audience to understand 
th a t they are really and m utually in iove ; 
or th at Lea alone is in iove with D aniel? 
Each of these questions has been, and is 
still, actively discussed, though, as may 
ho inferred, w ithout any satisfactory con­ 
clusion. 
I t m gh t be logically deduced 
from th e dram a th a t the author designed 
to indicate th at Lea does not love R ochat 
at least w ith th e strength th a t he loves 
her ; th a t she is constitutionally a theo- 
logic zealot, and has not room in her n ar­ 
row nature for an absorbing sexual pas­ 
sion. 
D aniel evinces his wisdom certainly 
by advising her to sign th e paper needful 
to their divorce. 
.Such a man as he never 
could be other tiian uuhappy w edded to 
such a woman as she. 
The denouem ent 
m ay not be acceptable to the sentim ental, 
though it is clearly natural aud altogether 
sagacious. 
Sarah B ernhardt has, as you have seen, 
made her long contem plated appearance in 
the New W orld, and has had as enthusias­ 
tic a receptiou as she could have wished. 
Booth’s T heater a t her debut, M onday 
evening, was packed, and th e crowd was 
so great outside th a t it w as very hard to 
get into the house. 
The receipts a t the 
box-office were about .?7,000, aud probably 
as much more w ent into the hands of the 
speculators. 
Thousands w aited in the 
street from dusk uutil the close of the p er­ 
formance in hope of catchiug a glimpse of 
her ; and after the had driven to her hotel 
—the A lbem arle—M adison 
square 
was 
thronged while she was serenaded ; every- ( 
body try in g to get a peep at h er face. 
R inging 
cheers 
were 
given for her, 
and she 
was delighted 
w ith 
th e ir­ 
rational 
dem onstrations in her 
favor. 
W hy 
th e 
populace 
should 
take 
such an interest, or indeed aay interest at 
all, in a foreign actress th a t m ost of them 
know nothing of, it would be difficult to 
explain. 
B ut it is the w ay of the popu­ 
lace, and alw ays has been, and the thing 
naturally and necessarily pleases B ern­ 
hardt. 
She has cause to be gratified, for no 
European actress has ever been so vigor­ 
ously and vehem ently welcomed to the R e­ 
public. 
H er engagem ent will probably he 
far more successful than was R achel’s, 
tw enty years ago, and R achel’s amazed her 
as well as the dram atic world of Faris. 
Some of th e critics appear to be in doubt 
as to w hether B ernhardt has extraordinary 
talent or positive genius. 
She doubtless 
has both. 
I have often seen her in l ’aris, 
and to m y m ind she does n ot appear a t her 
best iu A drienne and Frou-Frou. 
B ut she 
shines resplendent as I’hedre— her favorite 
part, as llosa Sol in “ H ernani,” and as 
Mrs. Clarkson in D um as’ “ L’E trangere,” 
in all of which she perform s during her pres­ 
en t engagement. She says her reception has 
gone beyond 
her 
highest anticipations. 
She professes to he iu love w ith A m erica 
and Am ericans, and she is im proving her 
acquaintance w ith the city by daily drives 
anil m inute observation. 
New Y ork re­ 
m inds her of Faris, and she can hardly be­ 
lieve th a t the greater p art of its grow th 
and all its pleasantness and attractiveness 
had come w ithin 70 or 80 years. 
Like 
m ost of her com patriots, she had expected 
to find New Y ork very rough, little more 
th an half civilized, and her vision of miles 
on m iles of handsome shops and elegant 
residences has altered her opinions of the 
new world completely. 
M anager A bbey will, so far as can be 
judged a t present, m ake a deal of money 
by his bold enterprise, despite the princely 
sum he has paid her, and the enorm ous ex­ 
penses of the troupe. 
H e has proved, for 
an hundredth tim e, th a t audacity is tho 
parent of success.

A W o n d e r fu l R id e .— A m iner had a 
w onderful ride in a tin pan in Colorado. 
Being at th e top of a m ountain, and desir­ 
ing to get to th e bottom of the valley, he 
knew th at a tedious and circuitous w alk of 
fifteen miles was necessary by the ordinary 
route, while th e distance straig h t down the 
snow-covered incline was only three.

C aptain Jo h n Ericsson, the veteran in ­ 
ventor, has ju-it brought out an ingenious 
and adm irable 
caloric 
pnmping-engine, 
adapted chiefly for dom estic uses. 
The 
principle upon which it is founded is th at 
ol tile alternate expansion and contraction 
of a given am ount of a ir confined iu a cvl 
luder aud subjected to rapid alternations of 
high and low tem perature. 
The cylinder, 
cast in a single piece, is m ounted on a solid 
stand, in a vertical ; osi’ion. 
The bottom 
of the cylinder receives the beat either 
from a sm all tire of co-la of from several 
gas jets (turee live-foot burners answ er the 
purpose), where these .ire available. 
The 
upper par? of the cylinder is provided w ith 
a w ater-jack et for cooling the expanded 
and heated air, in a m anner to be shortly 
described. The top of th e cylinder is open. 
In to th'.3 cylinder is fitted a piston who.-e 
stroke is confined to the space surrounded 
by th e above-named w ater jacket. 
There 
is also provided a solid plunger, of slightly 
sm aller diam eter than th a t of the cylinder, 
w hich is operated from a rod w hich passes 
through the piston 
and its rod. 
The 
mechanism by w hich th e relative m otions 
of the ¡. ist-m and the plunger are controlled 
is of a highly ingenious though simple 
nature. 
It consists of a w alking beam, 
to w hich the piston-rod is attached by 
means of su able lin k s ; and w hich con­ 
verts th e m otion of th e beam into circular 
motion by means of a connecting-rod and 
crank, connected w ith a balance-wheel. 
The plunger is operated by a bell crauk 
and 
link 
frorn 
th e 
connecting rod. 
Its 
m otion 
is 
th e 
reverse 
of 
th at 
of th e piston ; as th is rises, th e plunger 
falls, and vice versa. 
Its 
function is 
-im ply th a t of displacing th e coniine I air- 
body from direct contact w ith the heated 
bottom of th e cylinder during each stroke. 
A feed-pump operated from the end of the 
beam supplies the w ater jack et w ith a 
regular supply of cold w ater. 
The action 
is as follows : 
The confined air in the 
cylinder, being heated from the gas or coal 
flame, expauds and forces the piston up 
suddenly to to e top of th e cylinder. 
As 
this occurs, th e heated air is exposed to the 
continually increasing cooling surface of 
the jacket, and a t th e same tim e the solid 
plunger, actuated in th e direction opposite 
to the piston, has descended and interposes 
itself betw een th e a ir and the source of 
heat. 
In consequence, the air is coolcil by 
the w ater-jacket, and contracts a3 quickly 
as it had previously expanded. 
The pis­ 
ton, which is exposed on the whole of its 
upper surface to the atm osphere, is forced 
down by atm ospheric pressure, th u s m ak­ 
ing one com plete revolution of th e crank 
and wheel. 
The low est point reached 
by' the 
piston 
is 
about 
one-third 
the 
distance 
from 
th e 
top 
of 
th e 
cylinder, 
w here 
th e 
w ater-jacket 
term inates, so th a t it is cushioned on the 
confined air. 
T he descent of th e piston is 
accompanied by’ th e rise of th e plunger; 
this displaces th a air aud exposes it again 
to th e source of heat ; it expands, forcing 
th e piston up, and repeating the operation 
we have ju st described indefinitely. 
T his 
apparatus, therefore, has no valves or air- 
pum p, bu t uses a coufined body of air over 
and over again. 
I t occupies a floor space 
of about 24x30 inches and is about 4 feet 
high, aud w ith six inch cylinder, consum ­ 
ing a scuttle of coal per day, or 15 cubic 
feet of gas per hour, w ill pum p 200 gallons 
of w ater per hour to th e hight of 50 feet. 
The engine Í3 entirely autom atic, requiring 
no attention after starting, and is perfectly 
free from liability to explosion. 


THE PROPENSITY TO STEAL THE NAMES 
OF AUTHORS. 


The fatal accident a t St. Paul, to a Mrs. 
S. S. H arris, who claim ed to be the au- 
tboress of “ R utledge” and other D o v e la , 
recalls the propensity of m any men and 
women throughout civilization to tran s­ 
parently absurd literary pretensions. 
The 
name of the W estern woman who, until 
recently, had resided a t H udson, Win., 
seems to have been H arris 
it may have 
been S. S. H arris—bu t she appears to have 
been unrelated and. indeed, unknow n to 
Mrs. Sidney S., or M arion Cole H arris, the 
real w riter of 
the story named. 
She 
had tho reputation of an eccentric, and 
one of her eccentricities was, plainly, to 
lay claim to w riting books w hich other 
persons had w ritten. 
She was th ought by 
many to be on th e borders of insanity, 
although her foolish literary assum ptions 
would not, of necessity, show her to be of 
unsound 
mind. 
L iterary 
pretensions 
would seem to be a form of mouomauia to 
which m any people are Bul.ject. 
These 
monomaniacs, if th ey are such, are com­ 
mon iu every country aud iu every city. 
Only now and then do th ey gain any noto­ 
riety, as when the w ork eiaiined has a 
wide reputation and its authorship creates 
controversy, b ut they are alw ays active 
and inventive somewhere. 
E very con­ 
siderable 
tow n 
has 
its 
literary 
aud 
journalistic hum bug, fellow s who will de­ 
clare th a t they have w ritten any article, 
happening to be anonymous, published in 
a magazine, or any editorial letter, c riti­ 
cism or com m unication, printed in a new s­ 
paper. 
T heir falsehood is soon detected ; 
but they do not know or care if it is, since 
it serves th eir purpose for the tim e, and 
they can tell a fresh falsehood to take the 
place of th e old one. 
W henever a poem 
or story or article of any sort appears 
w ith o u t name iu a periodical, and rivets 
attention, scores of people w ithout in te l­ 
lect or culture either openly declare or 
strongly intim ate th eir connection w ith it. 
Everybody m ust rem em ber the claim ants 
to “ Fiock Ale 
to 
Bleep, M other,” and 
“ B eautiful 
Snow .” 
W hen 
th e 
first 
of 
th e 
W averly 
novels 
won 
fame, 
divers men in London, E dinburgh and 
Dublin intim ated th a t they had had a hand 
in the rem arkable stories. 
“ Ju n iu s’ L et­ 
ters ” had a score of w ould-be authors ; so 
had Thom as H ope’s “ A uastasius ; ” so had 
George E liot’s “ A dam Bede ; ” so had sev­ 
eral of th e No Nam e taies ; so w ill any 
anonym ous effort have which draw s public 
attention. 
L iterary pretension appears to 
be a weakness of m any folks possessed of 
literary am bition disproportioned to lite r­ 
ary capability. 
I t is an idiosyncrasy th a t 
defies analysis or explanation. 
Sometimes 
it seems as if th e pretenders had toiil the 
lie so fervently and frequently th a t they 
had grown to believe it them selves— one of 
th e phenomena said to accompany long- 
continued m isrepresentation of any kind.—

“ They are both inartistic and vulgar,” 
answ ered Prof. W astell. 
“ The person 
who arranged them either did not u n d er­ 
stand his profession or had no respect for 
it. 
There are fifteen positions in dancing, 
five of w hich are used in the ball-room. 
These are called ground positions, because 
the feet never leave the floor. 
W hen this 
rule is violated, the dauce, w hatever it 
m ay he, is bungled. 
The * R ye ’ aud the 
‘ R a cq u e t’ require this first principle to be 
ignored. 
Instead of the feet never leaving 
tho floor, they are hardly ever on the floor. 
They require a continual kicking up and 
down. 
I do not th in k any lady ought to 
engage in such dances. 
The dem ands of 
society are im perative, and, of course, I 
have to teach w hatever is iu dem and, or 
sh u t up m y school. 
I am sorry 1 ain 
forced to do so. 
I cannot give you an ac­ 
curate description of these dances on paper. 
You would have to see them executed iu 
order to fully understand th eir objectiona­ 
ble features. 
In all graceful dances the 
body should float, as it were, through the 
room, like a sw au in the w ater. 
In the 
•R v e ’ and the ‘ R acq u et’ this rule is vio­ 
lated, aud the body, instead of floating, is 
kept in zigzag, hclter skelter, and other 
aw kw ard m otions. 
There is a sort of ‘cut 
aud come again ’ movem ent, which is not 
only ungraceful, 
bu t 
fatiguing to t ie 
dancer aud tiresom e to th e looker on. 
I 
think it strange th a t such danccB should 
have captured our society belles aud beaux. 
Yet such is th e !act. 
There are so m any 
really p retty and harm less dauces th a t one 
would suppose th a t such trash as the 
‘ R y e ’ ami th e ‘R a cq u et’ would create 
oniy disgust.” 
“ Are th tre any others to which yon ob 
je e t? ” 
" T c s : the ‘Telephone’ and the ‘W av e’ 
belong t 
the same ela-s. 
No respectable 
lady ought to dauce either of th em .” 
“ W hich is your favorite dance ?” 
“ The w altz, by all means. 
I t is the 
foundation of ail the rouud dauces, ami 
th e m ost captivating by long odds. 
W hen 
you attem p t to add to it, it is like putting 
a variation to some old tune like ‘ Home, 
Sw eet H om e.’ 
The original melody is 
drow ned, anil th e sw eetness of the old 
song is diluted to such an extent th a t you 
can hardly taste it.”

CLERGYMEN AND THEATERS. 


The ‘ ‘ C hurch Congress ” of the Church 
of England, held at Leicester, England, on 
the first of October, was enlivened by a 
discussion on the attitu d e of the church 
tow ard th e stage. 
T he Rev. G ordon Cal- 
th ro p “ adm itted th e absurdity of dcclar 
ing actors aud th eir w ays to be essentially 
unchristian, h u t took th e view th a t as the 
church thrived th e stage would suffer.” 
A playw right, H erm an M erivale, and a 
“ professor of th e dram atic a rt,” John 
Coleman, delivered addresses from the op­ 
posite side of the fence. 
The Rev. L. A. 
Isaacs was chiefly averse to the clergy 
going to theaters on th e ground th a t the 
m inisterial standard was th a t things were 
law ful, b u t th a t all things were not expe­ 
dient. 
The Rev. Canon Money supported 
this view and expressed a fear th a t the 
“ old Adam m ight prove too much for the 
young M elaucthon ” if the C hristian did 
n o t exercise some restrain t on his choice of 
pleasure. 
I t was not the province of the 
clergy to go to theaters, th e evils of which 
Air. M erivale had acknow ledged. 
Iu sum ­ 
ming up the discussion the Bishop of C ar­ 
lisle said th a t he had not enjoyed much his 
own very few experiences a t the theater, 
because it seemed to him th a t Shakespeare 
required a whole troupe of first-rate a rt­ 
ists, and as there were generally only such 
artists in the b etter parts, the effect of 
th eir representation was spoiled by the 
m ultitude of muff's th a t assisted them . 
As 
to w hether tne clergy should atten d th e ­ 
aters, th a t tvas a question on which each 
one m ust go down on his knees before God 
to consider his duty in th e position in 
w hich he was placed. 
He should have a 
p»or opinion of the probability of good 
parish w ork coming from a man who u a? a 
regu'ar and system atic 
playgoer. 
He 
should have ju st the sam e feeliug perhaps 
in a modified form ot a man w ho was a 
system atic croquet or law n tennis p la y e r; 
or who m ade it part of the business of his 
life to indulge in those childish things 
w hich wheu the man was called upon to 
preach th e Gospel of C hrist he ought iu 
some true sense to p u t away. 
A t the same 
tim e he was not going to condemn those 
who thought it their d uty aud their right 
to attend dram atic perform ances, 
lie was 
not prepared to say th a t if a man could go 
to th e th eater and keep him self pure, the 
very fact of his attending there m ight not 
have an adm irable result in helping to re­ 
form th e stage. 
• 


A g n o sticism .— Professor R obert Flint, 
in a paper on Agnosticism read before the 
Presbyterian Alliance, says : 
“ A church 
which rests satisfied wdth the acquisitions 
which form er generations have draw n from 
N ature, Providence and Scripture which 
does not seek to add to th e old treasures, 
stored up in its creeds, catechism s, and 
dogm atic system s, new treasures, may be 
orthodox, m ay have espoused as y et no 
grievous positive falsehood, but its whole 
attitu d e tow ard th e tru th is a wrong one. 
I t is a t heart disloyal to th e tru th and dead 
to th e love of i t ; and once a church is 
dead and disloyal to the tru th it w ill soon 
he dead and disloyal to all th a t is good. 
The m ere exercise of discipline by any 
church m ust be deem ed a very poor m ethod 
indeed of replying to A gnostic criticism or 
any kind of illegitim ate criticism of religion 
and revelation.”

PRICES REALIZED BY RELICS. 


T he passion for the possession of rem ark- 
•ible i. i:cs . as led to extraordinary prices 
being som etim es given for things of little 
value in them selves, or som ething per­ 
fectly w orthies?. 
T he following instances 
of extravagant sum s paid for objects more or 
less curious have been recorded : A tooth 
of Sir Isaac N ew ton’s was sold in 1816 for 
£730. 
I t was purchased by a nobleman, 
who had it set in a ring w hich he wore 
constantly on his linger. 
The prayer book used by K ing Charles 
I. when on the scaffold was sold iu London 
m 1825 for 100 guineas. 
The hat worn by Napoleon B onaparte a t 
the battle of Eylau was sold in Faris in 
1835 fur 1,920 francs (about £S0). 
It was 
put up for salo a t 500 francs, and there 
were 32 bidders. 
The ivory arm -chair presented to Gus- 
tavus Vasa by the city of Lubeck was sold 
in 1825to the Sw edish Cham berlain, M. 
Schuiekel, for 58,000 florins. 
T he coat worn by C harles X II. at the 
battle of P u ltaw i, And preserven by one 
of his officers and attendants, was sold in 
1825 for 501,000 franc?. 
The tw o pens employed in signing the 
trea ty of Am iens were bold in 1825 for 
£500. 
T he pens used in Paris for signing the 
treaty of peace, concluded after the Rus­ 
sian war, w ere presented to the Empress 
Eugenie, by whom they have no doubt 
been carefully preserved. 
A wig th a t had belonged to Sterne was 
sold a t a public auction in Loudon for 200 
guineas. 
A n old wig which bad belonged to the 
G erm an philospher, K ant, was told after 
his death for 200 francs. 
V oltaire’s cane realized 500 francs a t a 
sale in Paris. 
A w aistcoat belonging to J. J. Rousseau 
was sold for 950 francs, and his m etal 
watch for 500 franc?. 
A t the French village of Ptzenas some 
years ago there was au old arm -chair, 
which was said to have been frequently 
used by Aloliere. 
W hen he was living in 
this village he was accustomed every Sun­ 
day afternoon to go to a barber’s shop, in a 
corner of which this chair was kept. 
The 
shop was the resort of ail th e idlers and 
gossips of th e tow n, and there polities 
were discussed, and all th e news of th e day 
repeated. 
The chair form ed a kind of ob­ 
servatory for the dram atist, who was in 
th e habit of attentively w atching all th at 
was going on arouud him. 
The old chair 
was brought to 
Faris to be sold, and 
realized a considerable sutn. 


THE BROTHERS OFFENBACH. 


Jacques Offenbach was followed to Faris 
iu 1842 by his elder brother Jule9. Jacques 
was then 23 and Jules 27. 
Jacques was 
restless and am bitious, and rem ained a 
young man to th e end. Ju les was sober, 
m editative, indifferent to fame, and an old 
m an at 20. 
Jacques played the ’cello, aud 
soon found himself in th e cu rren t of Paris­ 
ian life. 
Jules played the violin, and kept 
to his cheap lodgings. 
Jacques died un­ 
expectedly, in th e exact tem po of his char­ 
acter. 
T hree days afterw ard Jules fol­ 
lowed him into eternity, and the new s­ 
papers m entioned his name for alm ost the 
first tim e. 
In 1847 Jacques became leader of the 
orchestra in the T heatre Francais, aud ap­ 
pointed Jules 1Ú3 first violin and Yiee- 
Regent. 
And wheu Jacques founded the 
Bouil’es Parisiena iu 1855, th e elder brother 
was appointed leader of th e orchestra, bu t 
proved too obstinate and too little appre­ 
ciative of Jacques’ w icked music to loDg 
remain in the position. 
Such interchanges 
of sentim ent as this would happen a t re­ 
hearsal : 
“ Too slow, Jules, m uch too slow ! 
The 
tim e ought to be tw ice as f a s t!” 
“ On th e contrary, m uch slower, if any­ 
thing !” 
“ B ut I have composed it, and ought to 
k u o w !” 
“ And I have to direct it, and therefore 
m ust know b etter than you !” 
• 
Jules w asn’t to be managed. 
If he had 
been allowed to have his own way, “ La 
Belle H elene” would have become a lady 
of deportm ent, th e operetta au oratorio, 
and the cancan a dance suitable to a young 
ladies’ sem inary. 
One day, after an u n ­ 
usually hot dispute through one act of 
opera bouffe th e brothers separated. 
Jules 
returned to the study of G erm an m asters, 
and became chorister of the M aunerchor 
“ T eutonia.” 
H e had tale n t which in 
G erm any would have developed itself ; bu t 
for Paris he was w anting in the quality of 
the jum ping-jack, aud could only dream . 


A LIBERAL EDITOR. 


W e were grieved to read th e other day 
of the death of one of Alichigan’s jolliest 
pioneer editors—alm ost the last man of a 
band who published w eeklies in th e State 
w hen a coon-skin would pay for a colum n 
“ a d .,” and three bushels of corn dum ped 
on th e office floor, stood for a y ear’s sub­ 
scription. 
N ever a publisher was more 
liberal w ith his space. 
I t was hard work 
for him to charge for anything except the 
tax list and 
m ortgage 
sales, 
and he 
n easurcd short even on them . 
One day, 
iu the years gone by, his paper copied an 
attack on a county official, and old M ark 
w as duzing a t his desk w hen th e injured 
party stalked in and began : 
“ You are a coward, sir—a 
coward !” 
“ M ebbe I am ,” was th e editor’s com­ 
placent reply. 
“ And.1 can lick you, sir—lick you out 
of your w rinkled old boots ! ” 
“ I guess you could,” answ ered M ark, as 
he busted th e w rapper off bis only ex­ 
change. 
“ I'm going to w rite an article calling 
you a fool, liar, coward, cur, slanderer and. 
body snatcher, and go over to Ionia and 
pay live cents a line to have it published.” 
“ H cv?” queried 
th e old man as he 
w heeled around. 
“ Ye«, I'll pay five cents a line to havo 
it published ?",-_ 
“ Say, let me tell you som ething,” re­ 
plied Alark. 
“ I ’ve got tw i hundre ií more 
circulation th an the Banner, and I’ll pub­ 
lish your attack on me for tw o cents a line, 
and "take it out in mill-feed or cornstaiks. 
Don’t tro t over to Ionia, when you can help 
build up your own tow n.”

Alark would have published it, word for 
word, ju st as he said, and throw n in the 
cut of a horse or stum p-puller free gratis, 
b u t th e official cooled off.—[D etroit Free 
Fress. 


S m o k in g i s G e r m a n v . — I t appears th a t 
th e Germ an G overnm ent has taken the 
m atter of sm oking seriously in hand, the 
practice being carried to so great an extent 
by th e youth of th a t nation th a t it has 
been considered to have dam aged their con­ 
stitutions and incapacitated them for th e 
defense of their country. 
In certain tow ns 
of G erm any, therefore, th e police have 
had orders to forhid all lads under 16 years 
of age to smoke in the streets, and to pun­ 
ish tiie offense by fine and im prisonm ent. 
Aloreover, a Belgian physician has ascer­ 
tained during a journey of observation and 
inquiry m ade a t the request of the Belgian 
G overnm ent, th a t the very general and ex­ 
cessive use of tobacco is the main cause of 
color blindness, an affection which has 
occasioned very considerable anxiety both 
in Belgium aud G erm any, from its influence 
upon railw ay and other accidents, and also 
from th e m ilitary point of view.

seat of a pain w hich is like the pricking of 
sharp needles. 
W ith continued rigorous 
binding, th e foot in tw o years becomes 
dead and ceases to ache, aud the whole 
leg. from th e knee dow nw ard, beconree 
shrunk, so as to be little more th an skin 
and bone.

THE GE3L0 JICAL SURVEY. 


Mr. Clarence King makes a strong arg-.i- 
mcnt on behalf of the continuation of the 
national geological survey, and we hope 
that Congress will be wise and liberal 
enough to make the necessary appropria­ 
tion for this purpose, Mr. King states 
that half a million dollars a year will cover 
all the expenses of a national survey, and 
even if the cost was twice as much it ought 
to be undertaken. The importance and 
usefulness of these surveys cannot be ex­ 
aggerated. From a purely material stand­ 
point their value is incalculable. If such 
surveys bad been made twenty years ago 
they would have saved hundreds of millions 
of dollars which have been lo3t through 
lack of the information which the work of 
Mr. King and his colleagues is supplying. 
Of course it is a gigantic undertaking, but 
it must 
he 
remembered that when 
once completed it 
will be 
accom­ 
plished for all tim e; that posterity will 
be furnished with the fullest informa­ 
tion in regard to the conformation and 
mineral deposits of the whole of toe coun­ 
try : and that benefits at present nnper. 
ceived are certain to flow from the work. 
It is evident from Mr. King’s report, as 
from the volumes already prepared, that 
the Survey corps are doing their duty in 
the most conscientious aud thorough man­ 
ner, and that their labors are destined to 
be honorable to themselves and an endur­ 
ing monument to the progressive and 
liberal spirit of the United States. No 
donht President Garfield will use all his 
influence in support of an undertaking the 
value of w hich he is so well able to ap­ 
preciate, and a Republican CongresB cannot 
do better than to signalize its return to 
power by putting the Geological Survey 
upon a permanent basis as regards the 
necessary funds. 


THE INCOMING ADMINISTRATION AÍD 
POLITICAL REFORM. 


The Duchess of Edinburgh is the mem­ 
ber of the royal fami'y who is the least 
w-ell known to the world of fashion and 
the people of Euglaad generally. 


There is necessarily a great deal of curi­ 
osity and even anxiety concerning the 
nature of the policy to be adopted by the 
incoming Administration. General Gar­ 
field has given few or no indications of 
what he purposes, nor can any definite con­ 
clusion be drawn from his past career. 11.- 
has been a Congressman and an active 
politician for twenty years. He has been 
accustomed to view things from the stand­ 
point of paity exigency. He has once or 
twice shown a disposition to uphold even 
partisan abuses. 
On the other hand he 
has displayed a mental grasp far beyond 
that of the average politician. 
He has 
evidently endeavored to do his duty by the- 
whole country rather than by party alone. 
And he has, by his intellectual cultivation, 
his Echolarlv tastes, his reflective power, 
and his general affinity for the more ex­ 
alted and noble tendencies of national life, 
appeared to belong naturally to the ele­ 
ments which are at present trying to com­ 
bine their forces against political corrup­ 
tion aud the spoils system, and iu support 
of civil service reform. Nevertheless it is 
necessary to remember that in bis letter of 
ace ptance General Garfield took what ap­ 
peared to he anything hut advanced ground 
011 this subject. He then intimated a belief 
that local appointments should he made by 
and with the advice of Congressmen ; a 
principle which, if literally carried out, 
would he fatal to even the least measure of 
reform iu the civil service. Since the 
election it has been apparent that an effort 
is being made to carry abroad the impres­ 
sion that the new Administration will be 
either controlled by, or on the best possible 
terms with, those political elements which 
are regarded by all friends oF refotm as 
most obnoxious to improvement. Day af­ 
ter day reports and rumors have been cir­ 
culated that this, that or the other politi­ 
cal “ bo3S ” wa3 to he offered a seat in the 
Cabinet; that some notorious machiue pol- 
tician was believed to have the ear of the 
President-elect; that seme particularly 
“ stalwart” elements were to be infused 
into the Government; that it was to be 
administered on a basis which would en­ 
tirely satisfy the most extreme politicians ; 
and hints of that character. Tiiere is really 
no warrant for suspicion that these intima­ 
tions have any support in fact. They 
are 
advanced 
anonymously 
for the 
most part, and not a few of them are con­ 
tradicted subsequently. But the import­ 
ance of the matter is such that the friends 
of reform cannot help feeling anxious as to 
the intentions of General Garfield. For 
this question of civil service reform is one 
which cannot be thrust aside, which w-.ll 
not stay suppressed, which is growing con­ 
tinually, and which is enlisting a larger 
and more determined public opinion every 
j-ear. Party managers will do their best 
to evade it. The men who have been 
trained under the spoiis system will fail to 
comprehend it. Self-seekers will endeavor 
to decry it. But it will force itself upon 
the attention of the country because it in 
volves so many things besides tire mere 
consideration of how certain offices shall 
be filled. A little more than a year ago a 
committee of Congiesr, composed neces­ 
sarily of active and experienced politi­ 
cians, used the following language in a re­ 
port : “ At the end of each four yerre the 
“ entire Fe^fcral patronage (amounting to 
“ one hundred and ten thousand offices), is 
“ collected in one lot, and the people divide 
“ themselves into two parties, struggling in 
“ name to choose a President, but in fact 
"to control the enormous patronage, 
“ which the President, when elected, is 
“ compelled to distribute to his party be- 
“ cause he was elected to distribute it. 
“ The temptation to fraud, to usurpation, 
"and to corruption, thus created, is beyond 
“ calculation. A prize so great, an intiu- 
“ ence so powerful, thus centralized aud 
“ put up at short periods, would jeopard 
“ the power and safety of any nation. No 
“ nation can w ithstand a strife among its 
“ own people, so general, so intense, and 
“ so demoralizing. 
No contrivance so 
“ effectual to embarrass government, to 
“ disturb the public peace, to d< stroy 
“ political honesty, and to endanger the 
“ common security, waB ever before in- 
“ vented.” 
This is strong language, hut 
it is the language of men who from their 
position must know the sui-j ct they are 
discussing. It is, therefore, the more sig­ 
nificant that, no matter with what ulterior 
motive, they ehouhl have borne this testi­ 
mony iu regard to the spoils system, audit 
must lie remembered that their testimony 
harmonizes completely with the conclusions 
reached by far more disinterested oh- 
servers. 
______ ___ 
The evils of the spoils system arc‘for­ 
tunately becoming apparent to the people. 
It is no longer upheld as the best possible 
system, save by a few hide-bound partisans 
here aud there, who are as deficient in in­ 
telligence as they are behind the age in 
appreciation of the public needs. It is 
very gen rally recoguized at present that 
to thi3 system we owe nearly all the most 
dangerous and discreditable of our political 
pheaoinena; that it adds hitterueas and 
unscrupulousness to our political contests ; 
that it organizes corruption, venality, dis­ 
honesty in politics; that it has built up 
the detestable “ boss” system, by which a 
few adroit wire-pullers are enabled to con­ 
trol the patronage and consequently the 
politics of whole districts and States, to the 
entire suppression of public opinion, and 
to the aggrandizement of knaves and 
rogues ; that it fills our public offices with 
incompetent persons ; that it prostitutes 
the fiscal system of the nation into 
a mere 
plunder-collecting 
machinery 
for the special benefit of the dominant 
party; that it teaches partisans to 
regard party as equivalent to coun­ 
try ; that it ha3 paralyzed our foreign 
service by filling our consulates and mis­ 
sions with utterly unfit and utterly unse­ 
lected officials ; that it has enormously in­ 
creased the expenses of government, and 
as greatly degraded the standard of cora­ 
L etency in the public service ; in short that 
it has turned government into a means of 
enriching demagogues and rascals at the 
expense of the people, and in doing this 
has driven the best elements of society out 
of politics altogether. 
These facts the 
people are beginning to understand, and 
therefore when some ewashbuckler partisan 
undertakes to arraign a 
party chief 
because he has not regulated every 
appointment 
according 
to the 
old 
spoils standard, there is not only less 
disposition to approve the indictment, but 
there is a growing impatience with the im­ 
pudence of it. No doubt there remain 
only too many of the Bourbon class who 


think it treason to put any but abject par­ 
tisans in office, and who think the unpar­ 
donable sin consists in appointing a Demo­ 
crat to office under a Republican Adminis­ 
tration, or vire uersa. So much, however, 
has been gained that the facts of the Bpoils 
oystem are now freely listened to and 
their force admitted. It is indeed quite 
impossible to deny these facts, and there 
fore the hide-bound partisan usually falls 
back upon some vague generalities about 
“ practical politics,” which it seems are 
supposed to necessitate the abandonment 
of honesty, justice and common sense. 
The need of civil service reform, however, 
cannot be made so clear that it will supply 
itself, until there is a more positive im­ 
pulse given to it than has yet appeared. 
President Hayes made a good beginning, 
but yielded to Congressional hostility and 
public indifference. Nevertheless, he has 
effected far more than is generally ad­ 
mitted. He has made the cause of reform 
familiar to the country. He has shown 
how greatly even a tentative and very par­ 
tial application of reform principies can 
benefit and elevate the civil service. He 
has given us a contrast between the spoils 
system in its most pronounced form, anel 
something better. 


This is much to be thankful for, but it 
is of the utmost importance that the in­ 
coming Administration should take up the 
work where President Hayes has left it, 
and carry it forward. That General Gar­ 
field has the ability to comprehend the 
need of political reform, and the courage 
to undertake it, we cannot doubt. Nor 
can he on reflection hesitate as to the 
course which is most for his own honor 
aud interest. It is said that he is an 
ambitions man. If that he so, his am­ 
bition must lead him to desire a high 
place in the esteem of his countrymen, nmi 
iu no way can he gain this more surely 
than by advancing the great cause of re­ 
form which has hitherto been urged against 
such formidable and persistent obstructions. 
There are hut two courses for him. On 
the one hand there is reform and all that 
it involves. Ou the other hand is the 
spoils system, with its political “ boss” 
interpretation, aud all that that implies. 
General Garfield knows already to what 
the advocacy of the latter leads. General 
Grant gave the policy a full trial, and 
when his second term expired the Republi­ 
can party was almost destroyed. It has, 
therefore, been made apparent that the peo- 
pie will not tolerate the apotheosis of the 
spoils system. When it is tried they vote 
against the responsible party, and this with­ 
out any reference to the possibility of a 
change for the better. It cannot be too dis­ 
tinctly pointed out that the administration 
of President Hayes has been in every­ 
thing worth having a much more success­ 
ful one than that which preceded it. Presi­ 
dent Hay*es haB pursued a course which 
has made it possible to elect General 
Garfield. Had the rule of the “ bosses” 
been permitted through this administra­ 
tion, General Hancock would undoubt­ 
edly have been the President-elect. 
This is the simple truth, and 
its 
lessens are obvious. If General Garfield 
desires success, and reputation, and en­ 
during honor and fame, he must walk in 
the direction indicated by his immediate 
predecessor, and he must carcfufiy eschew 
all policies calculated to encourage or give 
prominence to the sinister influences which 
arise out of the spoils system, and which 
have already once threatened to bring that 
system and the Republic to an end at one 
aud the same time. Reform is the only 
possible policy for aman of Mr. Garfield’s 
intellectual and moral caliber. Any other, 
any second course, would lower him from 
the position he has already gained. There 
is no going backward for such a man, and 
with him forward of necessity means up­ 
ward. 
BRIBERY IN POLITICS. 


A correspondent of the Nation, writing 
from one of the interior counties of New 
York, recounts his experience as a “ work­ 
er” in politics during the late campaign. 
He was a Republican, of liberal principles 
aud 
advanced 
ideas, 
and he says : 
“ I have 
had 
full 
faith 
in 
the 
“ success of 
the R publican 
cause, 
“ believing that the majority of the 
“ voters, especially in tho rural districts, 
“ when fully aroused, would vote from 
“ conviction with the Republican party.” 
Believing this he want to the polls early 
and stayed all day, peddling tickets, talk- 
iug to voters, and watching “ the progress 
“ of the voters and the methods of the 
“ workers and poll-dri vers.” And what 
he discovered was that “ upwards of twenty 
“ per cent, of the voters were openly for 
“ sale. I learn that more than sixty wert 
“ bought by the Republican * workers’ at 
“ prices varying from $2 to $5 each. How 
“ mauy the Democratic workers secured 
“ by the same means I do not know, but 
“ probably nearly an equal number. I 
“ have since learned that the towns in our 
“ county each require on an average at 
‘ ‘ least §250 for the solo purpose of buying 
“ votes on election day, and that this is 
“ the usual sum expended in this manner.” 
The discovery of these facts set thi3 Re­ 
publican on the track of further infor­ 
mation, and his researches were rewarded. 
He says : “ I am informed that it cost our 
“ candidate for Congress in a district natu- 
“ rally (!) Republican, and who was elected 
“ by a large majority, not less than §25,000 
“ to pay his election expenses within the 
“ past sixty days. I find that it would be 
“ folly for anyone to aspire to office in this 
“ county or neighborhood who was not 
“ wealthy and willing to pay liberally for 
“ the honor—that wealth is almost the sole 
“ requisite in a candidate for any office of 
“ importance. Finally, I find that this 
“ state of things is by no means excep- 
“ tional, but that it ¡9 precisely the same 
“ in the adjacent counties and Congres­ 
sio n a l districts.” Is the experience of 
this young politician local and peculiar ? 
Is it paralleled in other and even in most 
parts of the country T And if it is, what 
conclusions are to be derived from such 
evidences of the prevalence of venality in 
politics, not only among office-holders and 
seekers, but among the masses—the sov­ 
ereign people, above whose standard of 
morality neither parties nor governments 
can be expected to rise ? In the first place 
it must be realized that there always has 
been and always will be a certain amount 
of public venality. This is as natural as 
immorality of any other kind, and to sup­ 
pose that any form of government 
can be fre3 from 
it is to suppose 
that under some forms of 
govern­ 
ment human nature ceases to be human 
nature. 
Ignorance is a prolific mother 


of political venality, moreover. The man 
who does not understand why he has a 
vote, or what the franchise implieB, or how 
he may endanger his own interests by ne­ 
glecting his political duties, is ripe for a 
bid of jnouey for his vote. There can he no 
patriotism without intelligence. Institu­ 
tions cannot be loved before they are com­ 
prehended. Of course there will always 
be some men dishonest enough to sell their 
votes with their eyes open, hut they are 
sure to constitute a small minority. 3ut 
another incentive to venality is the op­ 
eration of a pervading corruption which 
renders a siugle vote, or even mauy votes, 
useless and worthless. 
The man who 
kuows how little public opinion is con­ 
sulted under the present political methods ; 
how easily a few astute politicians contrive 
to manage and control the votes of wards, 
and consequently of cities, and so of 
States ; must sometimes feel that contest 
against so thoroughly organized a system 
of political usurpation is quite idle, and 
that the only sensible course is to swim 
with the stream and make the most of 
such opportunities as pres, nt themselves. 
Tne “ boss” system inevitably tends 
to cultivate venality, for it implants 
despair of hotter things in the minds of 
those who often possess a feeble moral 
balance. The tendency to do as others 
do 
is 
always 
very 
strong. 
The 
men who can refrain from wroug-doiug 
when they sec all or most of their neigh­ 
bors indulging in similar escapades, are 
very few. The majority are content to be 
no better then their fellows. Example is 
powerful, also, and the examples which 
politics afford are 6eido;n of a kind to dis­ 
courage venality. The masses see detna- 
gogism successful. Th»y see men of edu­ 
cation and capacity stooping to lie and cog 
and pander and debase themselves in a score 
of ways for the sake of office. They say to 
themselves that these men are their superi­ 
ors in poiut of intelligence, and if such 
men sell themselves, why should not the 
humble voter make market of his vote. 
The standard of morals in politics is of 
course neither higher nor lower than that 
which obtains out of politics. It reflects 
the spirit of the age. The amount of 
venality to be found in the United States 
to-day is undoubtedly a very fair gauge of 
the morality of the American people gen­ 
erally. We do not believe that it is really 
so bad as might seem from the evidence 
adduced, hut we are very certain that some 
of the most influential causes of political im­ 
morality depend upon the spoils system, 
and can be removed by abolishing that. 
» 
- 
...... 
GERMANY AND THE JEWS. 
The movement against the Jews in Ger­ 
many is perhaps the most extraordinary 
phenomenon of modern times. It is equally 
difficult to account rationally for its genesis 
or its purpose. The offense of the Ger­ 
man .Jews, so far as can be gathered from 
the literature of the contest, consists iu 
their success. They have, by tho exercise 
of superior capacity, acquired wealth, po­ 
sition, intellectual influence. They have 
been able financiers, far-seeing merchants, 
vigorous journalists, enterprising project­ 
ors. They have won success in uvery avo- 
cuticn, and it is apparently an una void­ 
able conclusion that their success his 
brought upon them the envy aud hatred of 
certain classes iu Germany. It is the more 
difficult for Americans to understand the 
attack upon them because iu this country 
we have lung since learned to estimate 
men by their capacities, without reference 
to their origin or race. It is impossible to 
discover any reasonable ground for the 
German hostility to the Jews. 
It is 
not asserted that they are not good citi­ 
zens. It is not pretended that they art 
not moral and law-abiding members of 
the community. Y'et notwithstanding the 
entire absence of any plausible ground of 
objection, we find the crusade against them 
being pushed even to proscriptive legisla­ 
tion, and what is most astonishing, we 
find the Government supporting the move­ 
ment. 
That Prince Bismarck favors it 
can no longer be doubted, but what he ex­ 
pects to gain by it is a mystery. If the 
Jews are subjected to civil disabilities 
such as the English Parliament removed 
from them some forty years ago, the pre­ 
sumption is that they will refuse to reside 
longer in a country which persecutes and 
degrades them. Their exodus would no 
doubt entail some suffering or at least 
serious inconvenience and loss upon them, 
butwhatwould it dofortheGermanEmpire? 
Never since the Moors wore driven out of 
Spain has a more suicidal policy been pro­ 
posed, if we except the revocation of tho 
Edict of Nantes, Spain and France paid 
dearly for their folly and fanaticism 
in 
those 
cases. 
Is 
Germany 
emulous of a like experience ? 
The 
fact that this social war has broken 
out in a nation renowned for its liberalism 
in matters oi philosophy and theology, and 
that it has received the support of the 
class of educators, adds to the singularity 
aud paradoxial character of the situation. 
What has moved grave and learned Ger­ 
man Professors and Presidents to join so 
irrational ar.d bigoted a raid agaiuet one 
of the most useful and respectable elements 
of the nation? The explanations which 
have been put forward do not explain. It 
is said that the Jews are becoming too in­ 
fluential, too wealthy, too absolute in mat­ 
ters of finance. But surely these are not 
reasons at all. They are merely silly and 
vulgar and contemptible prejudices, of a 
kind which we should not be surprised to 
encounter in a mob of ignorant and stupid 
peasants, but quite out of place in cul­ 
tivated minds. 
The Jews may bo driven out of Ger­ 
many, and if they go they will take with 
them a very large proportion of the wealth 
and the intellect aud the enterprise of the 
country. But it seems to us that the 
grounds upon which they are being ar­ 
raigned are in no way restricted to any 
race. Bismarck appears to be envious of 
Jewish wealth and capacity. If this is so, 
however, he would be equally envious of 
the wealth and capacity of those who 
should take the place of the Jews. The 
German people must be very simple to 
suppose that the intolerance of superior 
powers which Bismarck is here exhibiting, 
can be confined to the Jews. It is an in­ 
tolerance which he is quite aa likely to 
display against his own fellow-countrymen 
should occasion occur. Aud this assault 
upon the opportunities and liberties of a 
race is a bad omen for Germany, viewed 
from 
any standpoint. 
It is 
worse 
than if it were a religious warfare. It is a 
war by Absolutism upon popular expan­ 
sion. The JeW3 have dared to prosper un­ 
der the iron hand of Bismarck. They have 


prospered so greatly that he cannot con­ 
trol the finances of the empire without their 
assistance. He wishes to be supreme, and 
therefore he proposes to rid himself of these 
obnoxious people ; and the credulous Ger­ 
mans have suffered themselves to be de­ 
luded into playing his game, not thinking 
that they are helping to establish a pre­ 
cedent which will be turned against them 
the next time. Where is the boasted Teu­ 
tonic instinct for freedom, when such dis­ 
graceful movements as this are possible in 
Germany ? Is it to this pitiful and 
wretched conclusion that the much- 
vaunted education I system of Germany 
has brought her foremost thinkers and 
scholars, her statesmen and her governors? 
There Í9 not another civilized country in 
the world in which such a spectacle wculd 
he possible to-day. Not even in Russia 
would it be tolerated. But enlightened 
Germany, Philosophic Germany, Germany 
of the Cultur-Kampf, Germany of the 
model educational system, appears to 
have 
flung 
aside reason 
and dig­ 
nity and Bense of justice, in order to in­ 
dulge in an outbreak of bigotry which is 
the more ab-.urd when We reflect that 
scarcely one of the foremost revilers of 
the Jews have any title to the name of 
Christian. 
Taking it altogether it Í3 
certainly a most- wonderful freak oi 
national folly, and it can scarcely have 
other than mischievous results for the 
German Empire, whatever end it brings to 
the Jews. 
A HERETIC PChlSHED. 
It seems that the enemies of Professor 
Robertson Smith in the Free Church of 
Scotland have at last hunted down their 
quarry. When he was arraigned in the 
Ecclesiastical Court a year aqo, in conuco 
tion with his article on the Bible in the 
“ Encyclopedia Britannica,” he succeeded 
in baflling his persecutors. Subsequently 
another volume of the Encyclopedia was 
issued, containing an article by Professor 
Smith on the Hebrew language and litera­ 
ture, and thi3 afforded the basis for a sec­ 
ond attack upon him. A Commission was 
accordingly appointed to examine this 
article, and it has made a repor^ finding 
him guilty “ of irreverence in his treat- 
“ ment of the Scriptures ; of speaking of 
“ them in such a manner a3 to give the 
“ impression that God is not the author of 
“ them, that their narrative portion is not 
“ authentic, and that their prophetic por- 
“ tions were untrue.” The special and 
particular offenses of the Professor are 
pointed out in the report. He has had 
the audacity to characterize Ezra aud 
Neheraiah as being “ singularly destitute 
“ of literary m erit; ” he alleges that two 
chapiters of Isaiah “ seem to have been 
“ first published as literary broa ¡sides ; ” 
he speaks of the Song of Solomon as a 
“ lyric drama,’’andof the story of Jonah as 
“ a parable." Of course the Commission 
did not bring forward any evidence that 
Professor Smith’s characterizations were 
erroneous. That was impossible. They 
could not compete with him in learning, 
bat they could distance him altogetiier in 
bigotry and blind superstition. So they 
agreed that his conclusions, based upon 
learned research in the origin of the so- 
called sacred writings, were heretical, and 
notwithstanding an eloquent and masterly 
defense by the'Professor himself, the Assem­ 
bly suspended him from his Professorship 
for six months. 
This is a triumph of 
organized imbecility over superior intelli­ 
gence, and that is the light in which it will 
be regarded. 
Professor .Smith has been 
punished for discovering and declaring the 
truth, and for nothing else. The General 
Assembly of the Free Church of Scotland 
has shown itself to be no whit more ad­ 
vanced than was the Papal Government 
which condemned Galileo. 
Evidently if 
the Assembly had the power it would fol­ 
low the example of the Papacy and impose 
sileneo upon Professor Smith, and would 
condemn the “ Encyclopedia Britannica ” to 
be confiscated a.id destroyed because it 
contains his heretical exposure of the true 
character of .the canonical hooks. Such 
manifestations of bigotry, intolerance and 
stupidity are among tho most powerful 
agencies which are operating to destroy 
human regard for ecclesiastical systems. 


THE ELECTORAL SYSTEM. 
The New York Tribune criticises the 
electoral system on the strength of the In­ 
diana blunder which is supposed to have 
taken one electoral vote from Garfield and 
transferred it to Hancock. It says “ while 
“ we still have the electoral system it 
“ will be well to bear this incident in mind 
“ to poiut a moral of absolute accuracy in 
“ future campaigns.” The moral which 
th:3 incident points is that the present 
electoral system ought to be abolished. 
That is the only rational conclusion to be 
reached, and that conclusion had been 
adopted by nearly all thinking men long 
before the late election. All experienca 
ha3 shown the present system to he 
clumsy, inefficient, and dangerous. It is 
a circuitous mode of doing that which 
can he much more certainly and safely 
effected without any such cumbrous ma­ 
chinery. It was an experiment at the 
first, and it has never been a satisfactory 
experiment. 
It subjects the election 
of Presidents to chance and accident 
of the most trivial and prepostero as kind. 
It might at any time enable a careless or 
corrupt clerk somewhere to reverse the 
will of the people. It might in fact under 
given circumstances plunge the country 
into civil war. It has no compensations, 
moreover. All its characteristics are ob­ 
jectionable, and it is time the country 
made up its mind to be imperiled no 
longer by an arrangement which was never 
intended to apply to the conditions which 
have arisen since the Constitution was 
drafted, and which becomes more untrust­ 
worthy every time it is used. The sensible, 
the statesmanlike thing to do, is to get rid 
of it altogether, and hereafter vote for 
President and Vice-President directly, and 
let the actual majorities decide the event. 


THE FUTURE OF SWITZERLAND. 
The Fortnightly Iteview has an article by 
Fritz Cunliffe-Owen on the future of 
Switzerland, which is more than usually 
suggestive and interesting. It is concerned 
with the question whether the independ­ 
ence of Switzerland is likely to be main­ 
tained in the future, and it shows that this 
is extremely doubtful. Surrounded by four 
powerful nations, Germany, France, Italy 
and Austria, Switzerland has hitherto 
owed the preservation of her independence 
to the fears and jealousies of her great 
neighbors. 
But there are indications that 
in the near future it may become more to 


their interest to divide her territory among 
them than to unite in guaranteeing her 
neutrality, and her own sordidncss 3eems 
to be helping on some such catastrophe. 
Several times in the past she has sold the 
right of crossing her territory to foreign 
armies, and even to rival foreign armies at 
the same time. At present she is building 
two great cross-railroad systems which arc 
to facilitate commuuication with her 
neighbors, and for the construction of these 
lines, that is, for the St. Gothard tunnel 
and for the Mount Cenis tunnel, she has 
sought 
subsidies 
from Italy and 
France. Of course in so .doing she 
has paved the way for future claims and 
complications of the most serious kind 
More than this, France has for ten years 
been extending the fortifications of her 
fronti r against German aggression, a:ui 
in doing so she li.i3 obviously prepared to 
carry the war into her enemy’s territory 
by invading South Germany through 
Switzerland. Germany of course will not 
ait qui*at and allow such arrangements to 
be completed, aud the result must be dan­ 
gerous if not fatal to Swiss independence. 
The Cantons, however, a; pear to have lost 
their patriotic instincts of late years, and 
to he absorbed iu money-getting. They 
are also playing with fire by allowing So­ 
cialists, Niiiiliats, Communists and all 
kiuds of revolutionary cattle, not only to 
harbor at Geneva, but to publish the most 
incendiary journals there. Ti is license 
may not always he submitted to patiently 
by the Governments whose heads are 
threatened with assassination from Swiss 
territory, and on the whole the little re­ 
public appears to be drifting towards very 
serious perils, which its people do not 
realize. 
»K2A!Y RUMORS. 
It is cun. us that while the first reportH 
about the new Chinese treaty were partic- 
ulaily precise and full, a3 time passes the 
attainable information in regard to it be- 
cjiue3 more and more slender aud uncer­ 
tain. The State Department has received 
intelligence, it is now stated, that twr 
Chinese treaties have been negotiated; one 
purely commercial, and the other dealing 
with the question of immigration only. As 
to what the purport of the latter may be, 
nothing appears to be known certainly, but 
it is vaguely intimated that it relegates 
the whole matter to Congress. This is 
equivalent to saying that we are to make 
our own regulations in regard to Chinese 
immigration, but it does not seem proba­ 
ble that such a latitude would be accorded 
by the Chinese Government without mak­ 
ing some reservation in the interest and for 
the protection of its subjects. The whole 
subject-matter ot the treaty is, however, 
thus far in doubt, and apparently it will be 
necessary to await its arrival by mail be­ 
fore the actual work of the Commission 
can be comprehended. 


A COMBINATION BLOCKED. 
Mr, Evarts app ara to have got the bet­ 
ter of the cable companies. The latter 
have apparently been thinking of a com­ 
bination for the purpose of raising the 
price of dispatches, Lut the astute Secre­ 
tary points out that their concessions con­ 
tain express provisions prohibiting any 
combination for such purposes, aud Lheie- 
foro the scheme will have to be relinquished 
ou the threshold. 


CHÜBCH AND STAGE. 


From Moody aud Sanksy to Sheridan, the 
Actor—Some Cogitations and Seme 
Criticisms. 


S an F rancisco, N ovem ber 24, 1SS0. 
The world this week is given over to 
gravy, and the ghosts of turkeys that are 
to he eaten stalk along the mental horizon. 
The whole seven days sniff of dinner and 
suggest menu from early’ morn till dewy 
eve.

Theie is just come among us 
a man of modesty, and an act .r of great 
ability. He is one YY. U. (Sheridan, who 
came without blare of trumpet, toot of 
horn or twang of his «wu fiddle-string. He 
was content fairly to essay a trial ar.d stand 
or fail by it. I think very few of those 
regular •• first-night rs ” had ail idea they 
should do more than yawn through the 
evening and gh-an enouch for a critique, 
hut from the moment Louis XI., whose 
life was or-e sr.arl of 
wolf, came 
on the stage the audience brightened. I 
think the most of us hau been looking till 
that moment at a wonderful hat which I 
meet, always the same wearer, everywhere 
the last fortnight, it is eeai-brown in 
color, scoop shape, and of an enormous 
bigness. It has a tremendous satin bow on 
the left side, and all over it feathers dangle 
and how. By peering through a tunnel of 
seal-brown beaver rim you discover a lit- 
tie bit of a white face and a pair of eyes. 
Nothing short of a Iziuis XL could have 
called us from that hat I am sure. 1 love 
a man that FILLS THE STAOE. 
Whoever saw other players I han F.;-oth 
when the blue fire of his eyes lit up cvi ry 
visipn?

edged as a knife to be so rapt. And when

inond or no ? Thi3 man Sheridan almost 
absorbs bis listener thus, and comes within 
one shade of excellence of having the stage 
to himself. I gloried in him lor his mod­ 
esty an ! his ambition, while I trembled 
with excitement at the power of his p. r- 
sonation. I imagine it is well worth the 
d comfort of being a thorough musical 
critic to be able :ully to apprtc.ate an t x- 
qnisiie harmony, and one can afford to be 
worn and weary of poor play jtist to feel 
the sweet throb and thrill vhich a king 
among actors excites, though it runs 
through the veins but once a year. In 
his scene with the assassin who was 
hid among the Led curtains, Sheridan 
was

He shook as 
if with natural fear, bis gasp was 
such as I have heard the dy ing gue, his 
voice was changed as be b. g ed for mercy, 
as distress v. ill change a voice. His death 
scene was a marvel. He dropped into a 
moment of slumber, as 1 have setn people 
sleep out of sheer weakness ; his lace 
seemed to turn livid before my ejes, and 
when iic died hiB eyes were 
STAKING WIDE, 
And a horrible look of math wavered 
about his face, and finally i>Uled upon it, 
fixer, cold and ghastly. Women forgot 
themselves and applauded iu wonder, and 
when you see women all over the house ap­ 
plauding be sure something unusual is 
happening. They don’t do it often. Surely 
a theatrical revival is upon us. We flock 
to the legitimate and to the blood and 
thunder, where we have given the cold 
shoulder to the spiced dialogue, the sug­ 
gestive situations and the magnificent toi­ 
lets, which were the strong can. of the 
society drama. It must be something be­ 
side our own tender morals which has 
given ua the impulse toward something 
better, and why not lay the credit where it 
belongs, and acknowledge it is Mr. Süeri- 
dan who compels us and not we ours-. Ives 
who aro virtuous enough to hid Mr. Sheri, 
dan among us ?

Improved lacilities lor Receiving and 
Shipping Stock. 
The new stock-yard» of the Central Pacific 
Railroad Company, which have been under 
construction during the past fall, in the 
north part of the city, are now nearly com- 
p'eted aDd have beenopenel for the receiving 
and shipment of stock. They are located 
upon the south side of the railroad, in the 
block between Fourteenth and Fifteenth, B 
and G streets. The entire square is owned 
by the company and to be used for this pur- 
f. »e. The yards extend from Fourteenth to 
Fifteenth street?, and about two-thirds of the 
way back from B towards C, and the remain­ 
ing part of the square is included in the 
plans, and yards will be extended over th rt 
portion as sooa as the demands so re­ 
quire. The levee and railr ..d at this point 
occupy the line of B street, and a si.it track 
has Leen laid along the sou'h side of t!i- 
levrc, c -mmeccirg at Tbirtco.-'. and extend­ 
ing to Sixteenth street, for stock errs. Th: 
o r. i! platform, which is upon a lev 1 with 
the floor of the stock c irs, extends along the 
entire front of the yards a di-t;n.e ox 340 
feet, a d is 20 reet wide. 
The platform floor 
is laid with cedar, three inches in hickuess, 
upon pire joist, 3x12 inches, placed closely 
together, and which are supported v. ith 6x8 
oios 
upon heavy, closely net stanchions. 
Running hick from the platform are three 
uidoading-shoots 8 feet wide, and two loading- 
shoots 3 feet and 6 inches in width. The 
whole 
c rral 
is 
divided 
into sixte*» 
yards or pens, twelve of which arc 42x72 
feet,, and four 58r68 feet. There are two 
g.r.g^ways 12 feet in width, running ba k 
from the front, between these yards, and one 
from e wat to west. Tne fencing with which 
the whole is inclosed :iad divi i ns made, i- 
cjmposed of posts six inches pq ure, set four 
feet in the ground and standing eight feet 
abov“. 
Up ¡ti these are spiked eight pieces 
of Oregon pine, running horizontaliy, eight 
inches wide ai j 
incl.es thick. A white 
coat has been given alt the woodwork, giving 
it a clean and neat appearance. 
1 ;,e yard 
and gangways are being pived, part with 
vranite blocks and the balance with cobble. 
Troughs for watering purposes, supplied from 
the city water pipes, .".re providedin each apart­ 
ment, and placts for feeding are to be con­ 
structed. 
The ground upon which tbs yards are built 
was raised and graded specially for this pur­ 
pose. 
It is made four feet above the adjoin­ 
ing level in front and descending to two feet 
at the back side. 
.Slopes are al o given iron 
the sides to the gangways, a d yitss slope to 
the rear of t')-' squaie, thus giving perfect 
drainage. 
A barn, 31 by 61 feet, is to he 
constructed on the west side of the grounds 
and standing within the sqntre. This will 
contain an office, several ktallies, and store­ 
room for hay and feed. 
It will be built with 
16 foot po-ts, sided with rustic, aad neatly 
painted. This gives Sacramento facilities 
for handling and shipping live stock as com­ 
plete, if not superior, to any to be found else­ 
where on the coast.

HOW 
THE 
PYRAMIDS 
WERE 
BUILT, 


Brugsoh Bey, the eminent Egyptologist, 
says in his w ork on E g y p t: 
“ From the far distan:e you see the 
giant forms of the pyramids, as if they 
were 
regularly crystallized 
mountains, 
which the ever-creating nature has called 
forth from the rock, to lift themseivos up 
toward the vault of heaven. 
A n d je tth e y 
are but tombs, built by the hands of men, 
which have been the admiration and aston­ 
ishment alike of the ancient and modern 
world. 
Perfectly adjusted to the cardinal 
p lints of the horizon, they differ in breadth 
and hight, as shown by the measurements 
of the three oldest, as follows : 
1. The 
Pyramid of Ki.ufa—hight, 450 75 feet; 
breadth, 7-16 feet. 
2. Pyramid of Khafra 
—hight 447.5 feet; breadth, 690.75 feet. 
3. Pyramid of M enkara—hight, 203 feet; 
breadth, 352.78 leet.” 
The construction of these 
enormous 
masse? ba- long been an insoluble mystery, 
but later generations have succeeded in 
solving the probiem. 
According to their 
ancient usages aud customs, the Egyptians, 
while they still sojourned in health and 
spirits, where ever mindful to turn their 
looks to tne region where the departing 11a 
took leave of life, where the door of the 
grave opened, where the body, well con­ 
cealed, at length found r, st, to ri-je agaui 
t.i a new existence, alter an appointed time 
of' long, long years, v. idle the soul, though 
bound to the body, was at liberty to have 
the grave and return to it in the day­ 
time, m any form it chose, 
la such a be­ 
lief, it was the custom betimes to dig 
the grave in the form of a deep shaft m 
the rock, aud above this eternal dwelling 
to raise a superstructure of 
sacrificial 
chambers—sometimes only a hail, some­ 
times several apartm ents—and to adorn 
thorn richly with colored writings and 
painted sculptures, a? was becoming to a 
house of pleasure and jnj. The king began 
his work from his accession. 
As soon as 
he mounted the throne, the sovereign gave 
orders to a nobleman, the master of all the 
building? of his land, to plan the work and 
cut the stone. 
The kernel of the future 
edifice was raised ou the limestone coil of 
the desert, in the form of a small pj ramid 
built in steps, of which the 
wed-con­ 
structed and finished interior formed the 
king’s eternal dwelling, with his stone sar- 
copagus lying on the rooky floor. 
Let us 
suppose that this first building was finished 
while the Pharaoh still lived in the bright 
sunlight. 
A second covering was added, 
stone by stone, on the outside of the ker­ 
nel ; a third to the second, and to this even 
a lourth ; and toe mass of the giant build­ 
ing grew greater the longer the king en­ 
joyed existence. 
An 1 then, at last-, when 
it became almost impossible to extend rhe 
area of the pyramid further, a casing of 
hard stone, polished like glass, and fitted 
accurately into the angles of the steps, 
covered the va:.t mass of the sepulchre, 
presenting a gigantic triangle on each of its 
f nr faces. 
More than seventy such pyramids once 
rose on th e ‘margin of the desert, each 
telling of a King ot whom it was at once 
the tomb and monument. 
Had not the 
greater number of these sepulchre? ot the 
Pharaohs been destroyed almost to the 
foundation, and had the mines of the 
builders of these which still stand been ac­ 
curately preserved, it would have been 
easy for the inquirer to prove and make 
clear by calculation w hat was originally, 
aud of necessity, the proportion between 
the masses of the pyramids and the years 
of the rt igus of their respective builders.

In the course of an animated discussion 
in the columns of the Scolman newspaper 
on the subject of animal intelligence, s e v ­ 
eral good cat stories were related.

(piote one or two cf them here : 
Some tw enty-five years ago a young lady 
residing in the Crown an.I Anchor Lane, 
Carlisle, while alone reading a book by the 
fireside, fell asleep.

W hen I went out, Keviu accompanied me 
to the hall-door, and as soon as it was 
closed took up his station on the dining­ 
room window sill, to watch me out of 
sight. 
There, too, I often found him 
awaiting my return, and the moment I ap­ 
peared he would leave his perch and rush 
to meet me a t the door. 
Kevin did not 
approve of late morning hours, but gener­ 
ally cauie to awake me regularly at 7 
o'clock. 
Of the other members of the fam­ 
ily he was very fond, and as long as I was 
a t home was willing to take food or 
caresses from auy one of them. 
On my 
departure, however, all was changed. 
No 
persuasion could induce him to touch his 
bebt-loved dainties. A t tirethe took a little 
milk, but soon refused th at as weil; and 
lie also gave up ail care of his personal ap­ 
pearance, so th at liis usually spotless fur 
became unkem pt and dirty. 
Every day 
Kevin went to my room, and seatiug him­ 
self on my bed, uttered a succession of 
most piteous howls, which 
wrung the 
hearts oT the entire household; but they 
were unable to comfort him. 
This went 
on till poor Kevin w as’reduced to the skel­ 
eton of his former self, and was nearly 
dead for want of the food which his grief 
would not allow him to take. 
One day 
when his end was evidently ntar, he came 
feebly in from the garden and walked up 
to my room, as if with a lingering hope 
that I might have returned. 
He glanced 
round it, uttered a despairing howl, and 
fled from the house, which he never en­ 
tered again. 
This was the last tim e my 
faithful cat was seen iu life, and it is sup­ 
posed he had dragged himself away to die 
in solitude.” 
A lady in Norfolk writes as follows : 
“ W e had a cat that alway came to family 
worship. Sheknew the bell, and would race 
from the garden or yard to reach the door 
ere it was closed, then take her place de­ 
murely on the hearthrug, and sit-erect with 
tail curled gracefully rouud her paws. 
W hen her kitten was' old enough to enjoy 
the privilege, the mother made her come 
too, and sit by' her side in precisely the 
same position, gravely’ reproving any in­ 
clination to play.” 
We close our selection with the following 
extraordinary instance of a oat drowning 
itself, the facts being vouched for by a cor­ 
respondent in Perthshire, who writes as 
follows : “ I have never been able to find 
a proper solution for the pithy saying, 
‘ Care killed a cat,’ but recently a circum­ 
stance occurred which may throw some 
light upon the matter, and prove an inter­ 
esting addition to your anecdotes of ani­ 
mals. 
Some of us a few days ago were 
looking from a club window w'hicli com- 
mandsa line view of the North Inch of Perth, 
and were struck by the erratic movements 
of a large black cat. 
The creature was 
wandering about upon the Inch in a list­ 
less and it seemed an aimless fashion, sit­ 
ting down now and then, and after a brief 
pause resuming its loiterings. 
Presently it 
moved down the riverside towards the 
bridge which spans the Tav, and we lost 
sight of the animal and also of our specu­ 
lations. 
N ext day', as I was crossing the 
bridge, an acquaintance laid hold of me, 
and told me that he had something curious 
to communicate iu the way of natural his­ 
tory. 
During his constitutional, his a t­ 
tention was arrested by the figure of a black 
cat sitting upon a heap of stones, and 
wearing an aspect of the most strange de­ 
jection. 
Passing on, he turned round after 
a little, and perceived the cat following 
slowly in his track. 
Then it came close 
up to him, gazed piteously in his face and 
gave utterance to a low wail of peculiar 
anguish. 
Holding out his hand to the dis­ 
tressed creature, he said, ‘ Poor Pussy ! 
w hat’s the m atter with you?’ 
It looked 
a t him steadily for a moment, and then 
descending to the river in silence, leapt in, 
and keeping its whole body resolutely un­ 
der was drowned in two minutes without 
oue attem pt to escape from its fate.”

SADDLE 
HORSES. 


The American Stockman has some in­ 
teresting caat about eaddle horses, from 
which we quote as follows : 
“ To the man 
who travels over the face of the earth, 
migrating from country to country, nothing 
will appear as more extreme in the man­ 
ners of the different people he comes in 
contact withal than their various methods 
of riding hoises. 
W hile the Arab is the 
ancient ideal of a perfect horseman, yet 
our own country probably furnishes as 
great a variety aud styles of horsemanship 
as all the nations of the world put together. 
Let us take a hasty glance at the different 
patterns our country afford»; 
Iu Mexico, 
Texas and the extreme Southern States 
the style of riding is quite unique. On the 
other side of the >1 ississippi river a suitable 
costume is quite indispensable. 
The bridle 
is armed with a curb-bit of terrific leverage. 
The saddle bears an immense ponnnel to 
ease the strain of the lariat or the elbows 
of the sleepy rider. 
A common buckled 
girth would never do in such scientific 
riding. 
The broad hair-band is tightened 
with a cunning tw ist from a long loose 
strap that has heeu ‘ spruDg’ upon until 
the baud is as tight as wax. 
W e are all, 
at least iu picturte, familiar with the broad 
sombrero, slashed breeches, and large sil­ 
ver Bpurs with their attached ‘jingles.’ 
This rider in his appointments and horse­ 
manship is certainly worthy of much ad­ 
miration, for he always looks at home, and 
graceful when he tries to be even on the 
most veritable plug of a mustang. 
It is 
seldom, however, th at his charger calls 
forth anything but a 
feeling of pity 
from the educated horseman. 
The na­ 
tive 
breeds 
of 
those 
sections 
is 
a 
long 
way 
off 
from 
the 
ideal 
saddle 
horse 
of 
the 
Middle States. 
In Tennessee, Kentucky, and Virginia we 
probably see the art of horsemanship, both 
in its relations to horse and rider, carried 
to a higher standard than in any other part 
of the world. 
Here we find the horse bred 
for generations under the most enlightened 
rules for breding, aud with the Bole pur­ 
pose iu view of making him the perfection 
of a saddle horse. 
Iu physical features he 
is a model of the artist. 
In gaits his 
variety is infinite—a rapid walk, fox trot, 
rack, trot lope, and run, changing from one 
motion to the other a: a practiced signal 
from the rider. 
In temper perfect, quick 
and comprehensive. 
This is a point which 
no oue but the practiced rider can appre­ 
ciate. 
The bridle 
lines 
are actually 
useless 
with 
him. 
A 
slight 
bend­ 
ing 
of 
the 
body 
tor want 
informs 
him you 
wish 
the 
gait 
quickened ; 
setting firmer back in the saddle intimates 
to him to slacken the gait ; a slight bend­ 
ing of the bony in the saddle, with a little 
pressure of the opposite knee, and perhaps 
an unconscious motion of the bridie hand 
in the direction you wish to turn, is all the 
management he needs. 
The lines are never 
pulled to turn him right or left, but pressed 
against the side of the neck opposite the 
direction you wish to turn. 
Leaning for­ 
ward in the saddle puts him iu a fast walk 
or fox trot. 
To put him in a rack the 
bridle reins are pulled taut, while the heels 
bring the spur pressure to the sides. 
To 
make him trot, the reins and heels are let 
loose, the hands pressed upon the withers, 
aud the body slightly raised in the saddle 
until he gets settled in his gait. 
To make 
him canter or lope settle in the saddle and 
wave 
one 
hand in the air. 
These 
are not the inventions of a single individual, 
but the universal custom among those who 
train saddle horses in the States named. 
W e now come to the rider of the perfected 
saddle horse. 
He sits in his seat w ith an 
easy, comfortable grace th at shows his 
familiarity with it from earliest boyhood. 
The stirrups are so long th at his toes barely 
rest with ease in them, while his heels tura 
slightly outward, relieving his appearance 
of extreme awkwardness th at is so often 
seen in riders whose toes point at right an­ 
gles with the horse’s sides. 
These horsts 
are thoroughly bitted when young and thus 
taught to carry a high and stylish head, so 
that when in full motion, with the favorite 
gait, a rack, and bestrode by this superb 
rider, the whole makes a picture th at chal­ 
lenges our highest admiration.”

THE 
WONDERS

MIMICRY. 


A very striking illustration of the possi­ 
bility of mimicry without drollery was af­ 
forded once by the famous Coulon, who 
may be described as at once the fool and 
physician at the court of oue of the Louis. 
He actually mimicked the deceased Minis­ 
ter Villele with such accuracy as to afford 
the means of painting w hat has been de­ 
clared to be a wonderfully faithful portrait. 
It appeared th at after the death of the 
M inister his friends were grieved to find 
that there was no satisfactory portrait of 
him iu existeuce. 
Coulon was present 
when expression was given to their regret 
at the circumstance, and agreed with them 
th at no likeness of tiie deceased statesman 
represented, as he said, “ the profound 
subtlety of his character aud his evanes­ 
cent expression.” 
As he spoke he assumed 
the features, expression, attitude and tone 
of voice of the departed man with the most 
startling accuracy, and was at once request­ 
ed to sit for a portrait. 
As to the features 
something, we suppose, must lie accredited 
to the im auuatiou of the beholders. 
The 
artist probably was satisfied to catch the 
expression from the mimic’s face, and to 
rely on his memory or inferior portraits for 
the delineation of features, unless the two 
men bore a resemblance to each other to a 
degree which would have robbed the per­ 
formance of much of its merit. 
Oue ot the most remarkable facts about 
the most skillful mimics is that they are 
able to overcome the apparently insupera­ 
ble difficulty presented by the endless aud 
radical variety of feature, aml will give to 
a face an aspect and expression which have 
been characteristic of some visage totally 
different in every respect. 
There can be 
no doubt also th at this is the real secret of 
much of the power of amusing possessed 
by the mimic. The varieties of expression, 
voice, tone, attitude and utterance, present 
a constant series of striking incongruities. 
That which iu one person requires a very 
keen observation to catch, and is not par­ 
ticularly striking when it is ciught, is no 
sooner donned by some totally dissimilar 
person than it becomes ludicrously incon­ 
gruous and is found to be irresistibly amus­ 
ing.

as we are aware, specially odd about 
Chantry, the sculptor, yet Sir Edwin 
Landseer once put a dinner party in a roar 
of laughter by cleverly personating him. 
The sculptor put Landseer iu his chair at 
the head cf the table, and went himself 
and stood before the fire. 
“ Come, young 
man,” said Landseer, imitating to a nicety 
the tone and manucr of the individual 
whose chair he occupied, “ you think your­ 
self ornam ental; now make yourself use­ 
ful and ring the bell.” 
Landseer was one 
of the cleverest mimics th at ever lived. 
His simulations were described as perfect 
in every particular, displaying the nicest 
discrimination in points of character, and 
the most astonishing accuracy.

wilderment of the butler who, on the occa­ 
sion just referred to, came into the room 
and saw his master at the fire-place, while 
he heard his master’s voice at the head of 
the table ordering more wiue, was very 
amusing.

BLACK 
WALNUT. 


The future supply of blffck w alnut lum ­ 
ber is a question of the greatest importance 
to all those who are engaged in the manu­ 
facture of sewing machines, as this is the 
kind of material th at has been found the 
best adapted for all kinds of sewing-ma­ 
chine cabinet ware. 
The fact that the 
supply of this lumber would run short at 
no distant day was foreseen some years 
ago by several of those who were using 
large quantities of black walnut, aud many 
efforts were made by them to substitute 
some other kind of wood in its place. 
These efforts, however, were not success­ 
ful, and the consumption has continued to 
increase to such an extent that at the pres­ 
ent time the greater part of the land upon 
which this timber is growing has been 
placed under control by capitalists both 
at homo and abroad. 
The region from 
which the great supply of black walnut 
has been heretofore obtained is th at know n 
as the “ W alnut Levels” of Indiana, but 
as the supply in these parts is about ex­ 
hausted, other localities have been pros­ 
pected for this kind of wood, the greatest 
attention having been turned to some 
parts of Tennessee. 
Here black walnut is 
found iu great abundance, but it íh inferior 
to th at which grows in Indiana. 
It is 
eagerly sought at ter, however, in the ah- 
sence of any other. 
The fact th at Indiana 
lias been the great black walnut region, 
has induced many to«put up large factories 
there for the manufacture of the various 
differenttart ieles th at are made of this kind 
of wood. 
That the approaching scarcity 
of black walnut in Indiana will necessitate 
the removal of many of these manufactur­ 
ing concerns there can be no doubt. 
As 
au evidence of this, it is reported th at one 
very large establishment now located in 
Indiana has the question of removal already 
under advisement.

R e p o rt o f th e In d ia n liuroan Stem » of 
S nrerest to tin ' P aclfle C oast. 
Washington, November 26th.—The an­ 
nual report of the I .diau Bureau contains 
thd following features of diitiuctivs Pacific 
Cc iist interest ¡ 
Acting Commissioner Marble says : The 
condition of the Mission Indians of Califor­ 
nia bee. mes yearly more deplorable. They 
are estimated to number about 3,000, and 
ti eir settlements are testtered over portions 
of San Berr.ardiro ard San Bipgo counties, 
ard chitfly in the mountain and desert dis­ 
tricts embraced in a range of hundreds of 
miles in extent. In the hast annual report of 
this < fii:e these IndiaiK were made the sub­ 
ject of sjiecial mentó n. Attention was drawn 
to the fact that many of them were occupy- 
i ig lauds by sufferance, which their 
ancestors had cultivated from time imme­ 
morial, and had an (indisputable right, but 
that such lauds had been found to be within 
the limits of private laud claims, confirmed 
by the Courts to the grantees under the Mex­ 
ican Government before* the acquisition of 
California by the United States, and that the 
owners thereof were threatening the Indians 
with iummary ejectment. Legislation to 
provide them witn suitable and permanent 
homes was urgently recommended, but no ac­ 
tion was taken by Congress. Agent Law­ 
son’s report for the current year states that 
their ejectment from the rauches Sau 
Jacinto and San Jo3e del Butte is 
liable to occur at any time, and 
there being no unoccupied public lands 
except such as are uninhabitable, the 
only alternative left these hitherto peaceable 
aud thrifty communities is to wander about 
si gly or by families, to swell the vagabond 
c'a.-s that already infests the Tillages and 
to m, ai d become the prey of vicíe to which 
as yet they are c rnparative strangers. He 
also reports that about fifteen families were 
some time ago forced .to remove from Cucca 
Kancbo, in San Diego county, under similar 
circumstances. 
_ 
The Acting Commissioner continues : The 
Mb ion Indiana as a class ate reported to be 
industrious, sustaining themselves by culti­ 
vating their little fields or in laboring for 
nrtchir.cn 
in 
the 
vicinity of their 
villages. 
During (he sheen-herding sea- 
b u they are greatly in demand, be­ 
ing weli skilled in this kind cf labor. In 
the season of 187b the supply of water for 
irrigating purposes on the desert, some 50 to 
80 miles distant from the Agency, where 
hundreds of these Indians live, entirely 
failed, aud they were compelled to depend for 
subsistence up n a wild bean which grows in 
the desert. Never having received any aid 
trom the Governmen1, and being accustomed 
to the miserable destitution enforced by their 
L Iplesaness, they endured hunger and waut 
without seeking cr expecting help. Then 
for the first time in their history their 
Agent, learning of their condition, applied 
for as.istance, to which the_ Department 
promptly responded by ordering a sum of 
§500 to be expended in supplies to relieve their 
wants. In the interest of common humanity 
s mething should be done for this ur.com- 
1 Lining people, toward providing them with a 
home. They do not a-k for supplies. All 
th*-y ask for is a reservation ou which they 
can earn a su! si lence for themselves aud 
families. Their educational and religious in­ 
terests have aho been unprovided for. De­ 
cently the Department has authorized the 
building of two school-houses in two of the 
larger settlements, but little, however, can be 
effected in this direction until the tribe is 
consolidad d and brought under the controll­ 
ing influence of the Agent, and to this end I 
earnestly recommend the passage of appro­ 
priate legislation in their behalf. 
_ 
The report says, with reference to Chief 
Winnemucca’s tribe, now in Nevada, that it 
is not considered desirable to compel them 
to remove to Malheur Keservation, and m' at 
of the other Indians formerly collected there 
have been removed to Yakima. It is recom­ 
mended that all of the lands included in the 
Malheur reserve be appraised and sold, and 
the proceeds invested for the benefit of the 
Indians. These lands comprise nearly 1,800,­ 
000 acres. The condition of affairs at the 
Yakima Agency, where 3,000 Indians ore 
collected, is reported to be highly gratifying. 
They are extensively engaged in agriculture 
aud stock-raising, cultivate 8,000 acres of 
land, and last year raised 35,000 bushels 
of w heat, besides various other products, in­ 
cluding 1 000 tons of hay. Three thousand 
three hundred of them now wear civilized 
dress. They have built a handsome church 
and a number of first-class farm-houses, aud 
less than ten per cent, of their wants is now 
supplied by the Government. Their com­ 
plete civilization, treder the excellent man­ 
agement of their old Agent, Friend Wilbur, 
is believed to be near at hand. 
Attention is called to the fact that the 
treaty provisions providing for the support 
and civilization of the following tribes ex­ 
pired last Juue, viz: The Walla Walla, 
(.'ayure and Umatilla tribes in Oregon, and 
the Swamish, M .kales, Qninaicts, Skollams 
and Yakimas in Washington Territory. 
The report say3 : The present condition 
of these Indians renders it very irnpor- 
t-aat that the aid and assistance hereto­ 
fore extended be continued, and that early 
steps should be taken for their permanent 
ieatlement upon lands in severalty, and for 
fhe sale of so ranch of their respective reser­ 
vations a3 may not be required by them. 
Many of these tribes have made commenda­ 
ble prog esa in civilized pursuits in tha past 
few years. 3nd there is an uneasy feeling and 
groat anxiety on the part of manv of their 
fo uling chiefs to know w hat the policy of the 
Government will be toward them. 
The perse veriDg progress made by the San 
Carlos (Arizona) Apaches toward civilization 
is described with much satisfaction, and it is 
predicted that unless obstacles, such as a 
diversion of their supply of water for irriga­ 
tion, be olaced in their way, the so called 
in tracts' le Apac'ae will in a few years be 
taught to raise the greater part of bis sub­ 
sistence. 
The industrial school established at Forest 
Grove, Oregon, for the benefit of the Indi­ 
ans on the Pacific coast, is reported to be 
lining good work under the management of 
Lieutenant Wilkinson, U. S. A., and liberal 
appropriations for its enlargement are earn­ 
estly recommended. 
T lie attention of Congress is again called 
to the necessity of making turre provision for 
the education of the Alaska Indians, and it 
is suggested that an appropriation of a few 
thousand dollars for that object will enable 
the Bureau to educate some Alaska youth 
at Forest Grove, who, after a few years’ train­ 
ing, would fce fitted to become teachers among 
their own people. 
Fears u f a Financial f r l d s . 
New York, November 26th.—The Com- 
marcial Bulletin, reviewing the financial situ­ 
ation here and in Europe, concludes: A 
crisis at London or Paris cr Berlin would 
start a drain upon other centers, which could 
not be met w ithout a squeeze calculated to 
produce a collapse in the strained values now 
prevailing at all the leading financial centers 
of the world. There is no remaining element 
of elasticity in banking at auy one cf these 
points, and yet speculation has ran up values 
to the highest point of tension now reached. 
It is not difficult to see what may be the re­ 
sult of such a state of things the moment any 
accident puta a sharp strain on the financial 
machinery. 
Proposed Sew Church In Washington.

Leadville, November 26tb.—The Chron­ 
icle says: Sixty laborers were buried in a 
snow slide yesterday near Chalk creek, on 
the Kokomo extension of the Denver and 
Rio Grande road. About 11 A. M. they 
noticed the pine trees trembling, and in an 
instant the slide came with a loud rear, tear­ 
ing up the track for a distance of a quatter 
of a mile and burying 60 men. John Dine 
was killed, 19 men badly iujured, and 11 
others slightly. The slide carried the track 
over the heads of the men, and most of the 
wounds were probably caused by the iron 
striking them. 
Woman Frozen to Death.

British Discourtesy Resented. 
N orfolk (Va.), November 2G:h.—Com­ 
modore Hughes received a telegram yester­ 
day from the Secretary of the Navy, approv­ 
ing his course relative to the British steam­ 
ship Sandrigham, and ordering him to put 
her out of the dock at once if she was not in 
danger of sinking, aud if she is, to only make 
such repairs as will enable her to reach pri­ 
vate dock yards.

P n e u m a tic T e l e g r a ph 
S e r v ic e 
in 
P a r is.—The pneumatic telegraphic service 
now in working order at Paris has a length 
of 77,600 meters, and is worked by six 
stations with steam engines of a total 
power of 150 horses, ODe hydraulic ma­ 
chine and six hydraulic motors. This serv­ 
ice comprises a principal double line and 
seven secondary lines, with branches. On 
the principal lines messages are trans­ 
mitted every three minutes, aud on the 
secondary liue every five minutes. The 
cartes-telegrammes open cost thirty cent3, 
and closed fifty cents. The carte-tele- 
gramme has, it appears, not yet been much 
used by the pubiic, but it Í3 hoped that 
the reduction of the price to thirty cents, 
made last May, will have some effect in 
increasing the, service. 
The pneumatic 
service is to be extended to the annexed 
communes of Paris in the course of the 
years 1SS1, 18S2, 1SS3 aud 1-S84. The to­ 
tal cost is estimated at 1,866,000 francs. 
In Paris there are 6,436 kilometers of un­ 
derground telegraph wires, and measures 
are being taken to extend the underground 
lines into the country. 


French Railways —The statistics of 
the French railways for the year 1878 show 
that 139.000 000 tickets were delivered ; 
11.000.000 first-class, 42,000,000 second- 
class, 39,000,000 third-ciass. Nearly half 
the passengers do not pay full fare, owing 
to return tickets, military tickets, chil­ 
dren’s tickets. The average journey made 
by each travelers is 35 kilometers. Out of 
7.000.000 passengers only 1 is destined to 
be killed en route and 20 to be injured. 
These figures include those who aro victims 
of their own carelessness ; thus out of 20 
passeDger3 killed in 1878 only 5 were killed 
by the railway, 12 by their own careless­ 
ness, aud 3 by suicide. In the same year 
180 employes were killed and 3,476 in 
jured. Out of a total personnel of ISO,000 
this proportion ír much smaller than the 
mortality of men workiug in factories. 
These statistics are drawn up hy the Min­ 
ister of Public Works, a fact which ac­ 
counts for the tardiness of their publica­ 
tion.
